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PROPOSED COMMISSION-MANAGER CHARTER 


(Continued from Page Two) 


of all ordinances shall be: "Be it enacted by the people of the City of New 
Smyrna, Florida." No ordinance, unless it shall be an emergency measure, 
shall be passed until it shall have been read at two regular meetings, not 
less than one week apart, or unless the requirement of such reading has 
been dispensed with' by unanimous vote of the City Commission. 


Section 24. 
EMERGENCY MEASURES: 
All ordinances and resolu- 


tions passed by the City Commission shall become effective thirty days from 
the date thereof, except, that the City Commission may, by unanimous vote, 
pass emergency measures to take effect at the time stated therein. An 
emergency measure is an ordinance or resolution for the immediate preser- 
vation of public peace, property, health or safety, or providing for the usual 
daily operation of a municipal department, in which the emergency is set 
forth and defined in a preamble thereto. Ordinances appropriating money 
may be passed as an emergency measure, but no measure making a grant, 
renewal or extension of a franchise or other special privilege, or regarding 
tie rate to be charged for its services by any public utility, shall ever be 
BO passed.

As to a reso- 


lution declaring the necessity for a public improvement, a notice shall be 
published, headed: 
"Notice of Public Improvement;" stating when the 


resolution was adopted by the City Commission, and setting forth the nature 
and extent of the contemplated public improvement, including any change 
of street grade that is to be made, what part of the cost thereof should be 
assessed against the property to be especially benefitted thereby, and what 
water, gas or other street connection is to be made. No resolution declar- 
ing it necessary to proceed with any public improvement shall be adopted 
until complete plans, specifications, profiles and estimates have been sub- 
mitted to the City Commission and been approved by it; and the same, or a 
copy thereof, shall thereafter remain on file in the office of the City Manager 
subject to inspection by the public.

ORDINANCES DETERMINING TO PROCEED WITH 


PUBLIC IMPROVEMENTS: As to an ordinance determining to proceed with 
the improvement, a notice shall be published headed: "Notice ot Determina- 
tion to Proceed with Public Improvement.'' stating when the City Commis- 
sion adopted the ordinance, describing the character and extent of the im- 
provement in general terms, and setting forth within what time assessments 
on property especially benefitted may be paid in cash and for what period 
and at what interest bonds will be issued for that portion of the assessment 
not so paid.

BONDING ORDINANCE, NOTICE OF: 
In regard to an 


ordinance to provide for the issue of bonds, a notice shall be published 
headed: "Notice of Bond Issue tor Public Improvement," stating when the 
City Commission adopted the same, describing the improvement in general 
terms, and stating the total amount of bonds to be issued, in what denomin- 
ation, when maturing, and how to be dated and numbered, the rate of inter- 
est, when and where payable, and the lowest price at which any portion of 
such bonds, not taken by the sinking fund of the City, will be ottered at 
public sale.

To pertorm such other duties as may be prescribed under this 


Charter or as may be required of him by ordinance or resolution of the City 
Commission.

He shall be purchasing agent for the City, by whom all purchases 


of supplies shall be made and he shall approve all vouchers for the payment 
of same.

of personal property which the City Commission may authorize to be sold ni 
having become unnecessary or unfit for the City's use. All purchases and 
sales shall conform to such regulations as the City Commission may from 
time to time prescribe; but in any case, if an amount in excess of $200.00 
be involved, opportunity for competition shall be given.

Section 57. 
CITY AUDITOR AND CLERK, DUTIES OF: 
Th'ere shall 


e a City Auditor and Clerk, who shall be appointed by and serve during the 
leasure of the City Commissioners and who, under the supervision of the 
ity Manager, shall be director of the Department of Records and Taxation. 


He'sliall issue all warrants for the payment of money by the City; shall keep 
n accurate account of all taxes and assessments, of all moneys due to, and 
f all receipts and disbursements by the municipality; of all of its assets 
nd liabilities and of all appropriations made by the City Commission.

o whom issued, for what purpose, when and where payable and the rate of 
nterest they respectively bear and he shall recommend such action from 
ime to time to the City Commission, through the City Manager, as will 
nsure the punctual payment of principal and interest of such bonds.

shall furnish the City Manager at any time such reports, data and itt- 
ormation as may be necessary to fully inform the latter as to the financial 
affairs of the City, furnishing him such estimates of the expense of the City 
government as may be necessary to form the basis of the annual budget and 
o determine the revenue to be raised each year. 


Section .IS. 
PREPARATION OF ESTIMATES: He shall make, cl- 


ause to be made, estimates of the expense of any work to be done by ;lie 
City, shall countersign all contracts made in behalf of the City, and certifi- 


pates of ilie work authorized by the City Commission or any other City 
official. 
No contract made in behalf of the City or to which the City is a. 


party shall be valid unless countersigned by the City Auditor and Clerk; 
lie shall keep regular books of account, in which shall be entered all indebted- 
ness of ilie City and which shall at all times show the financial condition 
of the City, the amount of bonds, orders, certificates or other evidence of 
indebtedness outstanding and the amount of all bonds, orders, certificates or 
other evidences of indebtedness which have been redeemed; he shall coun-er- 
sign all bonds, orders, certificates or other evidence of indebtedness of the 
City and keep accurate account thereof, which accounts shall show for what 
purpose issued, to whom, and the amount thereof; he shall keep account with 
all disbursing officers and employes of the City, showing the amourits they- 
have received trom different sources of revenue, and the amounts they have 
disbursed, as authorized under the ordinances of the City. He shall keep, 
a list of all certificates issued for work or for any other purpose, and, be- 
fore the levy of the City Commission of any special tax upon property 
in the City, or any part thereof, he shall furnish to the City Manager for 
the information ot the City Commission, a schedule of all lots or parcels 
of land which may be subjeOt to the proposed tax or assessment and which 
it may be necessary to levy on, which said schedule shall be certified by

question. Acting upon such schedule the City Commission may, if they deem, 
such special tax or assessment legal and just, cause the same to be levied.

CERTIFICATE OF FUNDS: 
After May 1. 1921, no con- 


tract, agreement or other obligation involving the expenditure of money shall 
be entered into, nor shall any ordinance, resolution or order for the ex- 
penditure of money be passed by the City Commission or be authorized by 
any officer of the City, unless the City Auditor and Clerk first certifies to

DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC SAFETY, PUBLIC WORKS AND WELFARE 


Section 50. 
DUTIES AND RESPONSIBILITIES OF CITY MANAGER: 


The City Manager as the administrative officer of the City shall be the head 
of each department provided for under this Charter, and shall be responsible 
for its successful and business-like operation. 
He shall be the active head 


of the Department of Public Safety, Public Works and Welfare, which de- 
partment shall have cognizance of all matters making for the welfare of the 
community, such as the control of its. charitable and correctional institutions 
and the management and supervision of all public improvements, works and 
undertakings of the City, except as otherwise 
specifically provided 
for 


under this Charter. 


Section 5l. 
PUBLIC HEALTH: 
When authorized by ordinance of- 


the City Commission, the City Manager may appoint a City Health Officer, 
whose duty it shall be to enforce the rules and regulations of the State Board 
of Health and, the ordinances ot the City relative to the preservation and 
promotion of the public health and to recommend such action from time to 
time as he may deem necessary, including the inspection of dairies, slaughter 
houses, etc.. as provided in Section 7 of this 
abatement and suppression of nuisances and 
life and health of the inhabitants ot the City. 


Charter, for the prevention, 
for the preservation of the 
The City Health Officer will 


also perform such duties with regard to the sanitary inspection of the City 
and supervision of the production, transportation, storage and sale of food and 
foodstuffs as is necessary and proper, and will perform such other duties as 
may trom time to time be required of him by the City Manager, under the 
ordinances or resolutions of the City Commission.

Smyrna shall consist of a Chief of Police and as many subordinate officers, 
policemen and employes as the City Commission shall by oidinance de- 
termine. The Chief of Police shall have exclusive control of the stationing 
and transfer of all patrolmen and other officers and employes constituting 
the police force, subject to the approval of the City Manager and under 
such rules and regulations as the City Commission may prescribe, or as may 
be prescribed by the ordinances of the City. 


Section 53. 
APPOINTMENT OF EXTRA PATROLMEN: 
In case of 


riot or other grave emergency and during elections or similar occasions, 
the City Manager may appoint additional patrolmen and officers for tem- 
porary service. No person shall act as a special policeman, special detec- 
tive or other special police officer for any purpose whatsoever, except on 
written authority of the City Manager. Such authority shall be exercised 
only under the direction and control of the Chief of Police for a specified 
time. 


Section 54. 
CHIEF OF POLICE: 
The Chief of Police shall attend 


all meetings of the City Commission and aid in the enforcement of order 
under the direction of the presiding officer. 
He shall execute the c-ommands 


of the City Commission and all processes issued by authority thereof, which 
shall be issued to him by the Mayor. He shall attend in person or by deputy 
the Municipal Court during its sittings; execute the commands and processes 
ot said Court, aid in the enforcement of order therein and perform such other

acocunts in which the municipality is interested. He shall at all times have 
access to and may inspect and take copies of all books on which entries are 
made or are required to be made, relating to the receipt or expenditure of 
money on account of the City, and of all vouchers, accounts, bills, warrants, 
drafts, contracts, or other papers relating thereto. 


Section 63. 
MAY ADMINISTER OATHS: He shall have power to ad- 


minister oaths for the purpose of ascertaining the facts relating to any charge 
or claims against the City, made or claimed by any person, partnership, asso- 
ciation or corporation whatsoever; he shall inquire into and inform himself 
as to the legality of all claims to be paid out of the City depository or the 
reasonableness of the prices charged or claimed for materials, supplies or 
labor and the facts as to the delivery or rendition thereof to or for the use 
of the City, and for this purpose he shall have power to require evidence that 
the amount of any claim is justly due and in conformity to law and or- 
dinances, and for that purpose he may summon before him any officer, agent 
or employe of any department of the municipality, or any other person and 
examine him upon oath or affirmation relative thereto. 


Section 04. 
FINANCIAL RECORDS AND REPORTS: The accounting 


procedure established in the office ot the City Auditor and Clerk shall be 
adequate to provide a record in detail of all transactions affecting the ac- 
quisition, custodianship and disposition of values, including cash receipts and 
disbursements and such facts shall be so presented in the reports which he 
is required to render periodically, and shall be supported with such sum- 
maries and analytical schedules as may be necessary to show in detail the 
full account of such transactions for each fiscal year, upon the finances of 
(he City and relation to each department of the City Government including 
distinct summaries and 
schedules i'or each public utility 
owned and. 


operated. 


Section 6.">. 
CLOSE AND AUDIT OF ACCOUNTS OF OFFICIALS" 


Upon the death, resignation, removal or expiration of the term of any officer 
the City Auditor and Clerk shall audit his accounts and if such officer shall 
be found to be indebted to the municipality the city Auditor and Clerk shall 
at once give notice thereof through the City Manager to the City Commis- 
ston and to the City Attorney, and the latter shall forthwith proceed to col- 
lect the sum of such indebtedness. 


Section 66. 
DUTIES IN CONNECTION WITH CITY COMMISSION- 


The City Auditor and Clerk, in his capacity as Clerk of the Cilv shall at- 
tend all meetings ot tho City Commission and shall keep a journal of its 
procoedings the .•on-ednc.ss of «hieh proceedings as entered in such journal 
shall bn certified to after each meeting bv his signature and bv the signature 
of he presiding oflicer ot th."

The form of City government proposed under the Charter which is sub- 


mitted herewith is what is known as the "Commission-Manager Plan," and, 
that it may be more thoroughly understood, its organization and the distri- 
bution of its functions are briefly outlined in the following diagrams: 


GENERAL PLAN 


TO THE PROPERTY OWNERS AND VOTERS OF NEW SMYRNA: 


Your Charter Board, elected by you on July 6th last, in accordance / 
•with Chapter 6940, Laws of Florida, Acts of 1915, now presents for your^ 
earnest consideration a proposed new Charter for our City. This Charter 
Is the result of our best thought and effort expended during many weeks 
of the most painstaking research and work. 
It contains many of 


the most salient features of Charters of many ot the best and most econom- 
ically governed cities and towns. 


Your Charter Board has taken great care to keep always in mind 4hat 


oar City is not so large or so wealthy as many other cities; that those who 
inust bear the cost of our municipal government are, tor the most part, ao 
situated in life that they must earn their living and the money with which 
to pay their taxes by working long hours at their various trades, professions, 
occupations and places of business, and that the people of our City are al- 
ready heavily burdened with various special taxes and bond issues. 


e 
Your Charter Board also recognized the fact that, not through the in- 


dividual shortcomings of those worthy citizens who are now, or hare here- 
tofore been in charge of our City government, but by reason of the faults 
and limitations of our present City Charter, our tax payers are not enjoying 
the economy and efficiency of municipal government to which they are en- 
titled; nor has our City had that degree of civic progress, the foundation of 
which nature has so abundantly bestowed, and for which our progressive 
citizens have ao earnestly striven. 


The crying need of improving upon our present form of City government 


must be apparent to all our people. Those who have made an extensive 
study of the subject of municipal government almost unanimously agree that 
tne best results are obtained by placing the executive affairs of the City di- 
rectly in the hands of one man trained in the science ot City Management, 
urtio is required to devote his full tune to his duties, and who is made directly 
responsible for economy and efficiency; in other words, the "Commission- 
Manager Plan" Charter. 


Your Charter Board now presents for your ratification or rejection a 


"Commission-Manager Plan" Charter, in which we have earnestly endeavored 
to incorporate such provisions as will, in our opinion, guarantee a more 
economical and efficient administration of the affairs of our City. 


By the adoption of this Charter, we believe the City will be able to get 


one hundred cents in value for every dollar of taxes and that the burden of 
taxation will be more justly distributed. 


Some of its chief advantages may be briefly mentioned as follows: 
1. It establishes a simple, direct and business-like form of government. 
2. It makes elective officers responsible to public opinion by means of 
the initiative and referendum. 


3. It creates a single-headed administrative establishment, and this ad- 


ministrative unity makes for harmony between departments, since all are 
subject to a common head. 


4. It insures expertness in administration at the point where it is most 


valuable, namely: at the head. 


5. It takes politics out of City affairs by limiting the number of persons 


to be voted for each year to a stogie legislative officer; thus enabling the 
community to center on the best material available. 


6. It affords to capable men the opportunity of holding office during 


good behavior, plus tending to the development of trained public servants. 


7. It furnishes, through the recall, a simple method ot removing in- 


efficient or corrupt officials. 


S. It secures full publicity of official acts, yet eliminates wasteful 


methods of legal advertising. 


9. It prohibits candidates from soliciting office by improper methods. 
10. It provides for the adoption of a "Civic Plan" for New Smyrna; 


thus insuring future improvements and civic development along definite and 
comprehensive lines, and toward the accomplishment of a general plan de- 
vised by expert opinion and previously approved and adopted by the people 
of the City. 


11. It creates a purchasing department -which will effect great saving 


in the purchase of supplies. 


12. It safeguards the City in franchise matters. 
13. It affords a means of avoiding much unnecessary tearing up of 


streets for service connections. 


14. It provides the means whereby the people of any locality within the 


City may, by their own initiative, obtain needed improvements which will 
specially benefit their property. 


15. Through the initiative it provides a simple and easy method of di-

The City of New Smyrna shall

assessments, to control, perform and furnish all public services and to ac-

of particular powers by this Charter shall not be held or deemed to be ei- 
clusive, but, in addition to the powers enumerated herein, implied thereby 
or appropriate to the exercise thereof, the City shall have, and may exercise, 
all other nowera .which, under the constitution and laws of Florida, it

specifically to enumerate. 


Charter also would give the city the right to exercise police powers over 
abbatoirs, dairies, slaughter houses and sanitation, for a distance of five 
miles from the City limits, provided, only, that such action should not be 
taken within the corporate limits of any neighboring municipality. 


Section 8. 
GENERAL DESCRIPTION: The form ot Government of 


the City of New Smyrna provided for under this Charter shall be that known 
as the "Commission-Manager Plan" and the City Commission shall consist of 
three citizens, who shall be elected at large in the manner hereinafter pro- 
vided. The City commission shall constitute the Governing Body with 
powers hereinafter provided to pass ordinances, adopt regulations, and ap- 
point a Chief Administration Officer to be known as the "City Manager" and 
to eiercise all other powers hereinafter provided.

THE CITY COMMISSION 


Section 9. 
CREATION OP COMMISSION: 
There is hereby created 


a City Commission to consist of three electors of the City elected at large, 
who shall hold office for three years; provided, that at the first election 
held under this Charter the candidate having the largest vote shall serve 
three years, the one having the next higest number of votes for ,two years, 
and the one having the third highest number of votes for one year, and 
at each annual election thereafter, one Commissioner shall be voted for. 


Section 10. 
POWERS: 
All powers of the City except such as are 


vested in the jurisdiction of a Municipal Court and except as otherwise 
provided by this Charter, or by the Constitution of the State, are hereby 
vested in the City Commission; and, except as otherwise provided by this 
Charter, or by the Constitution of the State, the City Commission may, by 
ordinance or resolution provide the manner in which any power of the City 
shall be exercised. 
Neither the City Commission nor any of its members 


shall dictate the appointment of any person to office or employment by' the 
City Manager, or in any manner prevent the City Manager from exercising his 
own judgement in selecting the personnel of his administration. The City Com- 
mission and its members shall deal with the administrative service solely 
through the City Manager and neither the City Commission nor any member 
thereof shall give orders to, nor make requests of, any of the subordinates 
of the City Manager, either publicly or privately. 


Section 11. 
QUALIFICATIONS OF MEMBERS: 
Members of the City 


Commission shall be residents of the City for five years and have the quali- 
fications of electors and shall be taxpayers on real and personal property 
within the city limits. Officers and employes of the City shall not hold any 
other public office, except as Notaries Public, and shall not be interested in 
the profits or emoluments of any contract, work or service for the munici- 
pality, and any such contract in which any officer or employe is. or may be- 
come interested, shall be declared void by the City Commission. 


Section 12. 
CANVASS BY CANDIDATES FOR COMMISSION PRO- 


HIBITED: 
No candidate for the office of City Commission shall make any 


personal canvass among the voters to secure his nomination or election 
or the nomination and election of any other candidate in Use same election. 
He may cause notice of his candidacy to be published in the newspapers and 
may procure the circulation of a petition for his nomination; but he shall 
not personally circulate such petition, nor by writing, nor in any otherwise 
solicit anyone to support him or vote tor him. He shall not expend or 
promise any money, office, employment or any other thing of value to secure 
nomination or election, but he maj answer such inquiries as may be put 
to him and may declare his'position publicly upon matters of public interest, 
either by addressing public meetings or by making like statements for 
newspaper publication or general circulation. A violation of these pro- 
visions or any of them, shall disqualify him from holding the office if elected 
and the person receiving the next highest number of votes, who has observed 
the foregoing conditions, shall be entitled to the office. 


Section 13. 
JUDGE OF ITS OWN ELECTION: The City Commission 


shall be the judge of the election and qualification of its own members sub- 
ject to review by the courts. Any member of the City Commission who shall 
be convicted of crime while in office shall thereby forfeit his office. 


Section 14. 
ACCEPTANCE OF PASSES AND SPECIAL PRIVILEGES 


PROHIBITED: No City Commissioner or other officer or employe of the City 
shall accept any frank, free ticket, pass or service, directly or indirectly, 
from any person, firm or corporation, upon terms more favorable than ara 
granted to the public generally, provided that such prohibition of free service 
shall not apply to policemen or firemen in uniform or wearing their official 
badges, where same is authorized by ordinance, and -provided further that 
nothing in this section shall be so construed a"s to prohibit the use of passes 
or free service that has been or may be granted to any City Commissioner by 
reason of his employment other than as a City Commissioner. 


Section 15. 
FORFEITURE OF OFFICE: Any City Commissioner who 


shall cease to possess any of the qualifications required under the six pro- 
ceeding sections shall forthwith forfeit his office. 


Section 16. 
VACANCIES: When there is a single vacancy in the City 


Commission, the same shall be filled by appointment by the City Com- 
mission, if less than sixty days ensue before the next general or special 
election; if more than sixty days before such election, then an election shall 
be called to fill such vacancy. When there is more than one vacancy, then 
an election shall be called to fill such vacancies. 


Section 17. 
MAYOR: The City Commission shall, at the time of or- 


ganizing, elect one of its members as Mayor of the City. In case the members 
of the City Commission are unable to agree within five days after the time 
fixed herein for the organization meeting, upon the selection of the' Mayor, 
then such officer shall be chosen by lot. conducted by the City Clerk, who 
shall certify the rebult of such lot upon the journal of the City Commission. 


Section 18. 
FUNCTIONS AND POWERS OF MAYOR: 
The Mayor 


shall preside at all meetings of the Cty Commission* and perform such other 
duties consistent with his office as may be imposed by it; and shall have a 
voice and vote in the proceedings of the City Commission, but no veto power, 
lie may use the title ol Mayor in any case in which legal instruments of 
writing or other 'necessity arising from the general laws of the State so re- 
quires; but this shall not be considered as conferring upon him the admin- 
istrate e or judicial functions of a mayor under the general laws of the 
State. He shall be recognized as the official head of the City by the courts 
tor the purpose of serving civil processes; by the Government in the exer- 
cise of military law. and for all ceremonial purposes 
He may take com- 


mand ot the police and govern the City bv proclamation, under the direction 
ot the City Commission during times of grave public danger or emergency, 
and the City Commission .shall be the judge of what constitutes .such public 
danger or emergency.

A? a usual thing the Children's 


Home Society of Florida has a wait- 
ing list ''or its homeless children, and 
it has such a list right now tor babies 
and tor little girls under four years 
of age, but the supply of older boys 
and girls, between the ages of six 
and twelve years, just at present is 
much larger than the demand.

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COMMISSION FORM OF gOVERNMENT 


IN OLD ST. AUGUSTINE 


(By a Member of the St. Augustine Record Staff) 


A very large majority of the people of St. 


Augustine will say without hesitancy that the 
change of charter from the aldermanic to the 
commission-manager form of city government 
was a good day's work, and that there is no 
cause to regret the change. 


St. Augustine was tax-burdened, deep in 


debt and its city government full of politics 
and politicians under the aldermanic form. 
The end of 1920 will find the Ancient City 
completely out of debt, with the single ex- 
ception of some bonds issued years ago for 
the construction of the municipally owned 
waterworks; taxes are not more than the peo- 
ple are willing to pay in view of the civic im- 
provements, made and contemplated, and 
politics and politicians have given way to effi- 
ciency and men of merit. 
As a matter of 


fact, there is no such thing as city politics 
in St. Augustine any more. 


There are three commissioners who are 


elected by the people and serve without pay. 
They serve three years each, the term of a 
different commissioner expiring every year, 
thus insuring at least two experienced men 
in office at all times, barring vacancies re- 
sulting from' death or resignation. 
The 


three commissioners choose one of their num- 
ber as chairman, and he is given the compli- 
mentary title of mayor, though he has no 
more powers than his colleagues and not as 
much as the city manager, who is employed 
by the commissioners. The principal duties 
of the mayor are to preside over sessions of 
the city commission and welcome people to 
the city. 


Our city manager runs the town. The com- 


missioners hire him and may fire him when- 
ever they see fit, but they-cannot interfere 
with his work. If anything goes wrong we 
have one man upon whom we can put a finger 
and whom we hold absolutely responsible. 
Formerly we were sent from one board or 
committee to another, from councilman to 
councilman, and finally the matter was taken 
up in council meeting, with the result that 
maybe something was done about it, but most 
likely it was referred to a committee or post- 
poned till a later session. The city manager 
may hail from St. Augustine or Phoenix, 
Arizona, efficiency and ability to conduct the 
affairs of a town in a business-like and eco- 
nomical manner being the only requisites. 
The first city manager was an utter stranger 
to the people here. He left because he was 
offered a more handsome salary to operate 
another city. The present manager, Eugene 
Masters, is a native of St. Augustine, and 
formerly was mayor of the town under the 
old plan of government. 
He receives a sal- 


ary of thirty-six hundred dollars a year, and 
is the biggest man in the burg. He is worth 
all we pay him. 


The reform here is not yet complete, 


though the improvement is most remarkable. 
All the leaks could not be stopped up the 
first day or the government made over in a 
month. It has taken time and thought and 
much hard work, but the foundation for a 
perfect city management and strictly business 
regime has been laid. There is no office hunt- 
ing, there are no rings, no pulls, no gangs. 
The commissioners sit like the directors of a 
bank and dispose of business as definitely 
and as expeditiously. Business men appeal- 
before the commissioners, their grievances 
are adjusted 
and their recommendations 


given due consideration. If action is taken 
it is taken promptly; dilly-dallying doesn't 
go. The city manager is-all powerful; can do 
almost anything he considers best for the city 
except impose taxes and spend large sums of 
money, without consulting anybody. He em- 
ploys the people who work for the city. It 
has been said that a monarchy would be the 
best government if the people could be assur- 
ed of a good monarch all the time: 
We 


have a good monarch, and if at any time we 
decide he is not as good as he ought to be 
we have the machinery necessary to get a 
new one. 
The initiative, referendum and 


recall are at our command. One effort was 
initiated to change back to the aldermanic 
form, but it was unsuccessful. 
In fact, no 


city that has adopted the commission forr-i 
of.'government has ever returned to council 
rule. Repeated attempts in Pensacola to -40 
back have been in vain.

No town in Florida is better governed than 


St. Augustine. It is clean, alive, progressive, 
viniiary, well policed, amply paved, protect- 
ed from fire, poli-lick-free, and good to live 
in. The jail is empty, and the police courc 
often holds but one session a week, due to a 
Jack of cases. It has, been stated in a pr-- 
vious paragraph that the city will be out of 
debt at the end of this year, and in this con- 
nection it muat he considered that this 
financial progress has been made in spite of 
the loss of revenue from liquor licenses, :iu- 
Tomobile taxes, occupation licenses and police 
court fines, an estimated total of twenty thou- 
sand dollars annually.

entitled. "Why Mark Galbreath Is A Candidate." In that communica- 
tion lie seeins to have an especial grievance against the- County Can- 
vassing Board, composed of .1. Lee McCrory, as County Judge, John A. 
Reilly. as Chairman of the Board of County Commissioners, and I. C. 
Hughes, as Supervisor of Registration for Volusia County. He com- 
plains because four or five votes, which were cast under what is known 
as the "Absentee Voters' Law," were not counted by the County Can- 
vassing Board. These envelopes liave never been opened and none 
can say how the ballots enclosed ,if there are ballots enclosed, are 
marked, if they are marked at all. On two of tlir envelopes there is 
nothing to show it is an absentee vote at all, the only reason that the 
County Judge believed that it might be an absentee vote is the fa«t 
that it is enclosed in an envelope on which is the address of the County 
Judge of Monroe County. 


The Acts of the Legislature of 1917, with reference to this mat- 


ter, on page 243, says: 


That the ballot shall, together with the affidavit, be securely 


sealed in an envelope, upon the back of which one of the Inspectors 
of election shall wrile, "the ballot of— 
, absent voter 


of 
Precinct, in the County of 
," which 


shall be signed by the Inspectors of the Election. 


N'ot one of the envelopes in question were signed as required by 


Statute quoted above, and there was clearly nothing that the County 
Canvassing Board could do except to refuse to open the envelopes, and 
accordingly the envelopes are still in the office of the County Judge, 
unopened. 


In the letter of Galbreath, after discussing the absent voters law. 


he says: "Having exhausted every means at my command to persuade 
tlie Canvassing Board to give> me credit for these votes, and having 
failed, there was nothing for me to do but to go into the Courts." 


We have examined the record of Uie proceedings that went to the 


Supreme Court, jfor the reason that we were parties to that proceed- 
ing by virtue of b'elng the County Canvassing Board, and Galbreatb, 
at no time in that proceeding or in any other proceeding in the 
Courts, has attempted to have these absentee votes counted. He 
knew, as well as his lawyers knew, that the ballots were illegal, 
and that the County Canvassing Board could not count .them. If he 
or his attorneys had thought otherwise, would they not in the same 
proceeding in which they endeavored to get the five votes supposed 
to be in the box at New Smyrna, counted, have also endeavored to have 
these supposed absentee votes counted? He wilfully misrepresents the 
matter that he took into the Courts. 


The Supreme Court has declined to advance this case for a hear- 


ing, and we submit that if the Supreme Court had thought there was 
any merit in his petition, the record in the case being a small one, the 
case would undoubtedly have been advanced and decided. Seeing that 
there was no'merit in the case, the Supreme Court has very properly- 
declined to give it precedence. 


So far as the five votes that Galbreath says were in the box 


at New Smyrna are concerned, this matter never at any time in any 
manner or form came before the County Canvassing Board except 
when we were named parties defendant in the suit decided by the 
Circuit Judge against Galbreath. None knows anything about there 
being any such ballots in the box. as Galbreath says there are at New 
Smyrna except Galbreath. How did he expect the County Canvassing 
Board to count for him five votes at New Smyrna, when there .was 
nothing 111 the returns of the Inspectors (o show that there were any 
such ballots in the box at New Smyrna, and when nobody has e'-er 
alleged that there were any such ballots in the box at New Smyrna, 
except Galbreath? 


The truth of Hie silu.ition is simph this, tluit Galbrealh was. de- 


feated and lie does not seem to be man enough to accept bis defeat 
gracefully 
Two of the undersigned were candidates for oflice in the 


same primary that Galbreath was u (andidnle lor offkc. and we were 
deleated. We accepted our defeat as good losers, and have not charged 
anyoii" with stealing the election away from us. 


No one has dominated us in the discharge of our official duties 


as Hie Counfy ('amassing Hoard, and C.albreath's unfounded atiiuk on 
us is both malicious and untrue.

of all ordinances shall be: "Be it enacted by the people of the City of New 
Smyrna, Florida." No ordinance, unless it shall be an emergency measure, 
shall be passed until it shall have been read at two regular meetings, not 
less than one week apart, or unless the requirement of such reading has 
been dispensed with' by unanimous vote of the City Commission. 


Section 24. 
EMERGENCY MEASURES: 
All ordinances and resolu- 


tions passed by the City Commission shall become effective thirty days from 
the date thereof, except, that the City Commission may, by unanimous vote, 
pass emergency measures to take effect at the time stated therein. An 
emergency measure is an ordinance or resolution for the immediate preser- 
vation of public peace, property, health or safety, or providing for the usual 
daily operation of a municipal department, in which the emergency is set 
forth and defined in a preamble thereto. Ordinances appropriating money 
may be passed as an emergency measure, but no measure making a grant, 
renewal or extension of a franchise or other special privilege, or regarding 
tie rate to be charged for its services by any public utility, shall ever be 
BO passed. 


Section 25. 
RECORD AND PUBLICATION: 
Every ordinance or 


resolution shall, upon its final passage, be recorded in a book kept for that 
purpose and shall be authenticated by the signatures of the presiding officer 
and

Commission. 
Every

general or permanent nature shall be published 
once 
within 
ten 


days after its final passage; when an existing ordinance is amended,

Resolutions and ordinances providing for public im- 


provements, to pay the cost of which special assessments are to be made, 
need not be published, but within ten days after their passage a notice shall 
be published as hereinbefore provided, the same being in addition to the notice 
required to be served on property holders.

NOTICES OF PUBLIC IMPROVEMENTS: As to a reso- 


lution declaring the necessity for a public improvement, a notice shall be 
published, headed: 
"Notice of Public Improvement;" stating when the 


resolution was adopted by the City Commission, and setting forth the nature 
and extent of the contemplated public improvement, including any change 
of street grade that is to be made, what part of the cost thereof should be 
assessed against the property to be especially benefitted thereby, and what 
water, gas or other street connection is to be made. No resolution declar- 
ing it necessary to proceed with any public improvement shall be adopted 
until complete plans, specifications, profiles and estimates have been sub- 
mitted to the City Commission and been approved by it; and the same, or a 
copy thereof, shall thereafter remain on file in the office of the City Manager 
subject to inspection by the public.

All ot the above mentioned 


publications, as well as all other newspaper publications made by the City 
shall be printed in a newspaper of general circulation in the municipality, in 
the body type of the paper and under headlines in eighteen point type, speci- 
fying the nature of the publication. 


CITY MANAGER 


Section 30. 
APPOINTMENT: 
The City Commission shall appoint a 


City Manager who shall be an engineer and shall be the 
administrative 


head of the municipal government under the direction and supervision oi 
the City Commission, and he shall hold office at the pleasure of the City 
Commission. He shall be chosen solely on the basis of his executive, ad- 
ministrative 
and 
engineering 
qualifications, 
without 
regard 
to 
his 


political beliefs, and he need not be a resident of the City or County at the 
time of his appointment. 
During the absence or disability of the City 


Manager, the City Commission may designate some properly qualified person 
to temporarily execute the functions of this office: provided, that prior to 
January 1, 1923, no person shall be appointed City Manager who is at the time 
of his appointment a resident of the City of New Smyrna or of the Count) 


The City Manager shall receive as 


compensation not less than fifteen hundred dollars per year. 


Section 32. 
REMOVAL: 
He shall be removable by the City Com 


mission; but if removed at any time after having served six months, he may 
demand written charges and a public hearing upon the same before the

BONDS FOR APPEARANCE:

The Municipal Court shall have authority to preserve order and decorum and 
shall be invested with the same powers to that end by fine and imprisonment, 
as are possessed and authorized to be exercised by Criminal Courts of Record 
within the State. All fines, penalties and fees collected in the Municipal 
Court and by the Police of the City shall be a part of the revenues of the City 
and shall be paid to the City Auditor and Clerk on the day on which col- 
lected, and receipt taken therefor. 
The money so paid into the City depos- 


itory may by ordinance of the City Commission, be appropriated to any par- 
ticular fund and shall thereafter be used in accordance with such ordinance.

Section 57. 
CITY AUDITOR AND CLERK, DUTIES OF: 
Th'ere shall 


je a City Auditor and Clerk, who shall be appointed by and serve during the 
pleasure of the City Commissioners and who, under the supervision of the 
_ity Manager, shall be director of the Department of Records and Taxation. 
He shall issue all warrants for the payment of money by the City; shall keep 
an accurate account of all taxes and assessments, of all moneys due to, and 
of all receipts and disbursements by the municipality; of all of its assets 
and liabilities and of all appropriations made by the City Commission. 
He 


shall submit to the City Commission at its first meeting in each month a 
complete and comprehensive report covering the next proceeding month of 
the receipts and expenditures and of the financial condition of the City, 
which report shall be published within fifteen days thereafter ,in a local 
•.ewbpaper. He shall make and keep a list of the outstanding city bonds, 
to whom issued, for what purpose, when and where payable and the rate of 
interest they respectively bear and he shall recommend such action from 
time to time to the City Commission, through the City Manager, as will 
insure the punctual payment of principal and interest of such bonds.

shall furnish the City Manager at any time such reports, data and in- 
formation as may be necessary to fully inform the latter as to the financial 
affairs of the City, furnishing him such estimates of the expense of the City 
government as may be necessary to form the basis of the annual budget and 
to dc'termiuc the revenue to be raised each year.

PREPARATION OF ESTIMATES: 
He shall make, or 


lause to be made, estimates of the expense of any work to be done by ;lie 


ity. shall tountersign all contracts made in behalf of the City, and certifi- 
ates of ihe work authorized by the City Commission or any other City 
fficial. No contract made in behalf of the City or to which the City is a. 
larfy shall be valid unless countersigned by the City Auditor and Clerk; 
e shall keep regular books of account, in which shall be entered all indebted- 
i^ss ol" ilie City and \\hich shall at all times show the financial condition 
if the City, the amount of bonds, orders, certificates or other evidence of 
ndebtedness outstanding and the amount of all bonds, orders, certificates or 
ther evidences of indebtedness which have been redeemed; he shall counrer- 
>ign all bonds, orders, certificates or other evidence of indebtedness of the 
City and keep accurate account thereof, which accounts shall show for what 
nirpose issued, to whom, and the amount thereof; he shall keep account with 
all disbursing officers and employes of the City, showing the amourits they- 
lave received trom different sources of revenue, and the amounts they have 
lisbursed. as authorized under the ordinances of the City. He shall keep- 
a list of all certificates issued for work or for any other purpose, and, be- 
fore the levy of the City Commission of any special tax upon property 
n the City, or any part thereof, he shall furnish to the City Manager for 
the information ot the City Commission, a schedule of all lots or parcels 
of land which may be subjecit to the proposed tax or assessment and which 
t may be necessary to levy on, which said schedule shall be certified by 
his affidavit and shall be prima facie evidence of the facts stated therein, ia 
all cases wherein the validity of such tax or assessment shall come in 
que.-'tion. Acting upon such schedule the City Commission may, if they deem, 
such special tax or assessment legal and just, cause the same to be levied. 


Section 59. 
CERTIFICATE OF FUNDS: 
After May 1. 1921. no con- 


tract, agreement or other obligation involving the expenditure of money shall 
be entered into, nor shall any ordinance, resolution or order for the ex- 
penditure of money be passed by the City Commission or be authorized by 
any officer of the City, unless the City Auditor and Clerk first certifies to 
the City Commission or to the proper officer, as the case may be, that the- 
money required for such contract, agreement, obligation or expenditure, is 
in the depository to the credit of the fund from which it is to be drawn, and 
not appropriated for any other purpose, which certificate shall be filed and 
immediately recorded. 
The sum so certified shall not thereafter be con- 


sidered unappropriated until the City is discharged from the contract, agree- 
ment or obligation. All moneys actually in the depository to the credit of 
the fund from which they are to be drawn and all moneys applicable to 
payment of obligations or appropriations involved, that are anticipated to 
come into the depository before the maturity of such contract, agreement 
or obligation, from taxes or assessments, or from sales or services, products 
or by-proudcts, or from any City undertaking, fees, charges, accounts, and, 
bills receivable, or other claims in the process of collection; and all moneys 
applicable to the payment of such obligation or appropriation, which are to 


City Commission, and his final removal shall not take effect until such hearing for the City at such labor as their health and strength will permit, within or 
ias been had, but the City Commission may suspend him from office pending 
such hearing. 


Section 33. 
POWERS AND DUTIES: 
The City Manager shall be 


responsible to the City Commission for the proper administration of all 
affairs of the City, and to that end his powers are and they shall be: 


(a) 
To see that the laws and ordinances are enforced. 


(b) 
Except as hereinafter specifically provided, to appoint and to re- 


move all subordinate officers and employes of the City; all appointments to 
be made upon merit and fitness alone. 


(c) 
To exercise control and direct supervision over all departments 


and divisions of the municipal government under this Charter, or which may 
hereafter be created by the City Commission. 


(d) 
To see that all terms and conditions imposed in favor of the City 


or its inhabitants in any public utility franchise are faithfully kept and per 
formed; and upon knowledge of any violation thereof, to call the same to 
the attention of the Cify Attorney, whose duty it is hereby made to take 
such legal steps as may be necessary to enforce same. 


(e) 
To attend all meetings of the City Commission, and of its com 


mittees, with right to take part in the discussions, 
but without having 


a vote. 


(f) 
To recommend to the City Commission for adoption such measures 


as he may deem necessary or expedient in the interests of the City. 


(g) 
To keep the City Commission fully advised as to the financial con 


dition and needs of the City and to submit for its consideration an annua: 
budget, 


(h) 
To pertorm such other duties as may be prescribed under this 


Charter or as may be required of him by ordinance or resolution of the City 
Commission. 


(i) 
He shall be purchasing agent for the City, by whom all purchases 


of supplies shall be made and he shall approve all vouchers for the payment 
of same. In the capacity ot purchasing agent he shall also conduct all sale1 
of personal property which the City Commission may authorize to be sold a: 
having become unnecessary or unfit for the City's use. All purchases and 
sales shall conform to such regulations as the City Commission may from 
time to time prescribe; but in any case, if an amount in excess of $200.00 
be involved, opportunity for competition shall be given. 


(j) 
He shall be director of public works, manager of city waterworks, 


and conduct all business with relation thereto, as well as all other publicly 
owned utilities of the City. 


ADMINISTRATIVE 
OFFICERS AND DEPARTMENTS 


Section 34. 
HOW CONSTITUTED: The executive and administrative 


powers of the City, not herein otherwise provided for, shall be vested 
in and exercised by the following officers and departments: 


A City Attorney, a Municipal Judge, and three departments as 


follows: Department of Public Safety. Public Works and Welfare; 
department of Records and Taxation and Finance; and Depository.

CITY ATTORNEY 


APPOINTMENT AND DUTIES OF: 
The City Commis- 


sion shall appoint a City Attorney, upon such terms as may be agreed upon 
at the time of his appointment, who shall act as the legal advisor to, and 
attorney and counselor for, the municipality and all of its officers in matters 
relating to their official duties. 
He shall prepare, all contracts, bonds and 


«ther instruments in writing in which the municipality is concerned, and 
shall endorse on each lug approval of the form and correctness thereof; and 
no contract with the municipality shall take effect until his approval is so 
endorsed thereon. He shall be the prosecutor in the Municipal Court, and when 
required to do so by resolution of the City Commission, ho shall prosecute 
and defend for and in behalf of the City all complaints, suits and contro- 
versies in which the City is a party. He shall furn;ah the. City Commission, 
the City Manager, the head of any department, or an\ officer or board not 
included in auy department, his opinion on an\ question of law relating to 
lh«ir respective powers and duties. 


Section 36. 
OTHER DUTIES: 
lu addition to the duties specifically 


imposed under the prec'eeclini; section he shall pertorm such other pro- 
fessional duties as may be required of him by ordinance or resolution of 
the City Commission, or as prescribed for City Attorneys, under the; general 
laws of the State and which are not inconsistent with this Charter and with 
any ordinance or resolution which ma> be pasbc.d by the City Commission.

QUALIFICATIONS: The City Attorney shall be a lawyer

MUNICIPAL JUDGE 


MUNICIPAL JUDGE: 
There shall hi- and there >.- hc,re- 


by established in the City ot New Smyrna ;i Municipal Court to be known 
as Uie "Municipal Court of the. City of Ne.w Smyrna, Florida," for the trial 
of all offenders against the municipal ordinances. Such Court shall be pre- 
sided over by a Municipal Judge who shall be elected for a term of two 
years ami who .-hall be subject to recall, as provided in Section 20" of this 
Charter. In ca&e of absence or disability of the .Municipal Judge, the County 
Jadg» or a Jtwtice of the Peace may perform the functions of the Municipal 


without the limits of the City, not exceeding eight hours each day and for not 
exceeding sixty consecutive days for one offence. 


Section 49. 
REMISSION OF FINES AND PENALTIES: 
No fine or 


other penalty imposed by the Municipal Court shall be remitted except by 
action of the City Commission upon the recommendation of the Municipa 
Judge; provided, however, that this shall not be construed as precluding the 
Municipal Judge from suspending sentences imposed by such Court. 


DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC SAFETY, PUBLIC WORKS AND WELFARE 


Section 50. 
DUTIES AND RESPONSIBILITIES OF CITY MANAGER: 


The City Manager as the administrative officer of the City shall be the head 
of each department provided for under this Charter, and shall be responsible 
for its successful and business-like operation. 
He shall be the active aeac 


of the Department of Public Safety, Public Works and Welfare, which de 
partment shall have cognizance of all matters making for the welfare of the 
community, such as the control of its. charitable and correctional institutions 
and the management and supervision of all public improvements, works ant 
undertakings of the City, except as otherwise 
specifically provided 
for 


under this Charter. 


Section 5l. 
PUBLIC HEALTH: 
When authorized by ordinance o: 


the City Commission, the City Manager may appoint a City "Health Officer 
whose duty it shall be to enforce the rules and regulations of the State Boarc 
of Health and, the ordinances ot the City relative to the preservation am' 
promotion of the public health and to recommend such action from titM to 
time as he may deem necessary, including the inspection of dairies, slaughter 
houses, etc.. as provided in Section 7 of this Charter, for the prevention 
abatement and suppression of nuisances and 
for the preservation of the 


life and health of the inhabitants ot the City. The City Health Officer wil 
also perform snob duties with regard to the sanitary inspection of the City 
and supervision of the production, transportation, storage and sale of food and 
foodstuff's as is necessary and proper, and will perform such other duties as 
may trom time to time be required of him by the City Manager, under the 
ordinances or resolutions of the City Commission. The City Auditor and Clerk 
shall keep a complete and accurate system or vital statistics. 


Section 52. 
POLICE FORCE: 
The police force of the City of New 


Smyrna shall consist of a Chief of Police and as many subordinate officers 
policemen and employes as the City Commission shall by oidinance de 
termine. The Chief of Police shall have exclusive control of the stationing 
and transfer of all patrolmen and other officers and employes constituting 
the police force, subject to the approval of the City Manager and under 
such rules and regulations as the City Commission may prescribe, or as may 
be prescribed by the ordinances of the City. 


APPOINTMENT OF EXTRA PATROLMEN: 
In case of 


riot or other grave emergency and during elections or similar occasions 
the City Manager may appoint additional patrolmen and officers for tern 
porary service. 
No person shall act as a special policeman, special detec- 


tive or other special police officer for any purpose whatsoever, except on 
written authority of the City Manager. Such authority shall be exerciser 
only under the direction and control of the Chief of Police for a specified 
time. 


Section 54. 
CHIEF OF POLICE: 
The Chief of Police shall attend 


all meetings of the City Commission and aid in the enforcement of order 
under the direction of the presiding officer. 
He shall execute the c-ommands 


of the City Commission and all processes issued by authority thereof, which 
shall be issued to him by the Mayor. He shall attend in person or by deputy 
.he Municipal Court during its sittings; execute the commands and processes 
ot said Court, aid in the enforcement of order therein and pertorm such other 
duties appropriate to his office as may be imposed upon him by lav/, the 
ordinances of tho City, and by direction of the Cil.y Manager, consistent 
ivith this Charter.

pose of such certificate, be deemed in the depository to the credit of the 
appropriate fund and subject to such certification. 


Section 60. 
AUDIT AND CERTIFICATION OF CLAIMS: 
All claims 


and demands against the City, before they are allowed by the City Commis- 
sion shall be examined and adjusted and their correctness certified by th& 
City Auditor and Clerk. He shall keep a record of his accounts and doings 
and a record of all contracts to which the City is a party, with an index there- 
to, and such books shall be open to the inspection of all parties interested.

or and Clerk shall prescribe and require, except as there may be prescribed 
and required by law, the use of plain and uniform systems of keep'ng books 
of accounts of all City departments, officers or employes who are charged 
with the receipt or disbursement of any ot the funds of the City, or who may 
be authorized to purchase materials and supplies or to employ labor for the

and oftener if so required by the City Commission, he shall audit the accounts 
of the several departments, officers and employes and shall audit all other 
acocunts in which the municipality is interested. He shall at all times have 
access to and may inspect and take copies of all books on which entries are 
made or are required to be made, relating to the receipt or expenditure of 
money on account of the City, and of all vouchers, accounts, bills, warrants, 
dratts. contracts, or other papers relating thereto.

MAY ADMINISTER OATHS: He shall have power to ad- 


minister oaths for the purpose of ascertaining the facts relating to any charge 
or claims against the City, made or claimed by any person, partnership, asso- 
ciation or corporation whatsoever; he shall inquire into and inform himself 
as to the legality of all claims to be paid out of the City depository or the 
reasonableness of the prices charged or claimed for materials, supplies or 
labor and the facts as to the delivery or rendition thereof to or for the use 
of the City, and for this purpose he shall have power to require evidence that 
the amount of any claim is justly due and in conformity to law and or- 
dinances, and for that purpose he may summon before him any officer, agent 
or employe of any department of the municipality, or any other person and 
examine him upon oath or affirmation relative thereto.

FINANCIAL RECORDS AND REPORTS: The accounting 


procedure established in the office ot the City Auditor and Clerk shall be 
adequate to provide a record in detail of all transactions affecting the ac- 
quisition, custodianship and disposition of values, including cash receipts and 
disbursements and such facts shall be so presented in the reports which he

The Bank designated as City Depository shall give 'surety bond or other 


security satisfactory to the City Commission, guaranteeing the safety ot

It shall be the duty ot the City Commission before designating a Depos- 


itory, to carefully consider the reputation, financial condition facilities for 
service and rate ot interest offered by all banks bidding. 
All bids received 


shall be kept on me by the City Clerk and Auditor and shall be open to the 
inspection ot all parties interested. 


Officers of the Bank designated as City Depository shall not be con- 
sidered City officers. 


Section 70. 
INTEREST UPON INVESTMENTS QR DEPOSITS: All 


money due as Interest upon investments or deposits shall be collected by the 
City Auditor and Clerk, and placsd to the credit of the general fund of the

PAYMENTS HOW MADE:

MONTHLY REPORT:

Commission in each month the City Depository shall submit a detailed re- 
port of receipt^ and disbursements, which report shall be rendered through 
the City Auditor and Clerk and bear the certificate of the latter as to its 
correctness. 


Section 74. 
WARRANTS, HOW PAID: 
All warrants shall be paid 


power by ordinance to revise, to repeal or change said appropriation and 
make additional appropriations for that year. 


Section 86. 
TRANSFER OF FUNDS: Upon request of the City Man 


ager, the City Commission may transfer any part of any unencumbered bal 
ance of an appropriation to a purpose or object for which the appropriation 
of the current year has proved insufficient, or may authorize a transfer to be 
made between items appropriated to he same office or department. 


Section 87. 
LIMITATIONS ON APPROPRIATIONS: At the close of 


each fiscal year the unencumerbed balance of each appropriation shall revert 
to the general fund and shall be subject to 'future appropriations. 
Any 


accruing revenues of the City, not appropriated and hereinbefore provided, 
and any balance at any time remaining after the purpose of the appropriation 
shall have been satisfied or abandoned, may from time to time be appropriated 
by the City Commission to such use as will not conflict with any uses for 
which specifically such revenues accrued. No money shall be drawn from 
the depository of the City, nor shall any obligation for the expenditure of 
money be incurred, except pursuant to the appropriations made by the City 
Commission. 


Section S3. 
PAYMENT OF CLAIMS: No warrant for the payment cf 


any account or claim shall be issued by the City Auditor and Clerk until 
such account or claim shall have been approved by the head of the depart- 
ment for which the indebtedness was incurred and by the City Manager, and 
such officers and their sureties shall be liable to the municipality for all loss 
and damage sustained by the municipality by reason ot corrupt or improper 
approval of any such claim or account against the municipality. 


Section 89. 
LEVIES: The City of New Smyrna shall have power to 


evy taxes each year for the ordinary purposes of the municipality; provided 
hat such levy shall be at a rate not to exceed twenty-four mills-on the 
assessed valuation ot the taxable property within its limits, which assessed 
valuation shall not exceed, the last valuation thereof by the state for taxation. 
The words "ordinary purposes" shall be construed 'to mfean all expenses 'for 
salaries of officers and employes, police and fire force maintenance!, cleaning 
of street, illumination, incidental expenses of administration of the public 
business and all other purposes strictly municipal In their-character which 
are annual and continuing', including reasonable expenditures for adver- 
:ising and promoting the interests of the municipality through legitimate and 
•ecognized mediums for the accomplishment of such purposes, and for pro- 
moting the welfare of the people of the City by such means as will contribute 
oward making the said City more attractive as place ot residence. 


Section 90. 
SPECIAL TAX: In addition to the foregoing levy ot not 


exceeding twenty-tour mills, said municipal corporation may annually levy 
and collect a special tax for permanent improvements and the adornment, 
paving and improvement of the streets and public grounds of the City an.i 
he property of the municipally beyond the limits ot the City, which levy 
ihall not exceed seven and one-half (7%) mills on the assessed value 
if the taxable property of the City. Said corporation shall also levy and 
•ollect annually upon its taxable property aforesaid such sums as may be 
necessary to pay interest upon the indebtedness of the City and for the 
maintenance and repairs of its properties, streets and public works; to create 
a sinking fund for the payment of such indebtedness as may be incurred;

scription, and for the filing thereof in the office of the Clerk of the Circuit 
Court for Volusia County, as a part of the public records of Volusia County; 
and after such filing thereof, the lands thereon indicated may be described 
and assessed upon the City tax assessment rolls by reference to such plat 
or plats, plat book or plat books, which shall be plainly endorsed "New 
Smyrna City Plats," and shall be referred to on the City assessment rolls as - 
'City Plats" as a sufficient designation.

EQUALIZING BOARD 


HOW COMPOSED: The Equalization Board of the City

may provide by ordiance for the establishment of a City Plan Board, the 
members of which shall serve without compensation, and it shall be the duty 
of such board to procure and suggest plans for the arrangement of the City 
with a view to its general improvement afla probable future growth and de- 
mands, these plans to take into consideration the extension of the City works 
into adjacent territory, improvements and changes in public utilities and lines 
of transportation, by surface and water, the location, width and grades of 
highways necessary for the best treatment of the City; the development and 
improvement of the water front, with the seawall and wharves ; the location 
and design of public buildings and municipal decoration and ornamentation 
and the creation of such park and boulevard system as may be deemed ad- 
visable. The City plans proposed by such City Plan Board ,when adopted 
by vote of the electors of the City in such manner as may be prescribed by 
ordinance, shall constitute the plan to be followed by the municipality and 
its officers in the permanent improvement and development of the City of 
New Smyrna until modified or amended at some subsequent election, and all 
expenditures of funds for permanent improvements shall be restricted to 
such purposes as are contemplated under the plan of the City Plan Board 
which may have been approved and adopted as herein provided for. 
Menu- 


hers of the City Commission and the City Manager shall be ex-officio mem- 
bers- of the City Plan Board. 


Section 80. 
CITY PLAN FUND: 
Authority is hereby given for the 


creation of a fund to be known as the "City Plan Fund," and which may be 
raised by a tax levy to be made during the year ''1922 as other taxes 
are levied, of not exceeding two mills on the dollar, but no further levy or 
payment into such fund shall be made by the City.

shall be held by the City Depository as are all other public funds, but may be 
disbursed at the order of the City Han Board, and shall remain available un- 
til expended.

the owner or owners of which are unknown to the assessor shall be listed as 
the assessing officer shall, from his best information, believe to be the 
names of the owner or owners thereof, or may assess same as unknown. 
Each lot and separate tract of land shall be assessed separately, except that 
at the written request of owner of lots or tracts of land adjoining each other, 
or when owner makes return thereof in such manner, such adjoining | 
tracts of land may be assessed together.

Said assessment 
roll shall be completed by the assessor and submitted to the Equalizing 
Board on the first Monday of September of each year. 


Section 95. 
CORRECTION OF ASSESSMENTS: If the City Auditor 


and Clerk, in his capacity as ex-officio Assessor of Taxes, in making his 
assessments shall discover that any land in the City was omitted in the 
assessment roll of either or all of the three previous years, or that any land 
was illegally sold for taxation and is then liable for taxation, he shall assess 
such lands for the next fiscal 'year and-shall also assess the same property 
for each such year or years as may have been omitted or was illegally sold 
for taxes, at the cash value thereof at the time, noting distinctly the year or 
years when such omissions occurred, and such assessment shall have the 
same effect as if made in the year or years when assessment was omitted, 
and taxes shall be levied and collected theron in like manner together with 
:he taxes for the year in which assessment is being made; but no land shall 
be assessed for more than three years arrears of taxes, and all lands shall be 
subject to be assessed into whomsoever's hands they may have come. 


Section 96. 
RETURNS: 
All persons, torporations or firms owning 


property, whether real or personal, subject to taxation by the City of New 
Smyrna, shall be required to make return of the same before the first day of 
August each year to the City Auditor and Clerk nv his capacity as ex-officio 
Assessor of the City. Such return shall be made upon and in conformity 
with blanks prepared and to be supplied for such purpose through the office of 
the City Auditor and Clerk, and such return shall contain a complete list of 
all the property taxable by the City belonging to such person, corporation or 
firm for which such return is made, together with the full cash value thereof, 
giving separately an intelligent discrip'tlon and the full cash value of each 
separate lot and parcel of real property; which discriptlon and valuation 
thus returned may be considered by the assessing officer in making assess- 
ments. but he shall not be bound thereby. Should any person, corporation 
or firm omit to make such returns, as above required, the assessing officer 
shall assess the property not thus returned in the name of the owner, if the 
owner shall be known to him, and where the name of the owner is not known 
to him, he may assess it in the name of the supposed or reputed owner or 
occupant or as. belonging to an unknown owner. In case the real owner 
fails or refuses to make return of his property, as herein required, the City 
Auditor and Clerk, in his capacity as ex-officio Assessor of the City, shall add

In any year shall be invalid or inoperative, the return of taxes for the fiscal 
yt&r shall be the same as it was the year before, item for item. 


Section 113. 
DESCRIPTION OF CLASSES OF PROPERTY: For the 


purpose of assessment, the soil shall be known as "Land" and everything 
Attached thereto shall be known as "-Improvements" and such "Improve- 


" mente" when owned by the tenant, may be assessed in his or her name apart

tion declare that certain specified sidewalks, curbing, gutters or drains, street 
paving, sanitary or storm sewers, shall be constructed or repaired. Upon 
tha passing of such resolution, the City .Manager shall cause written notice 
of the passage thereof to be served upon the owner, or agent of owners, or 
each parcel of land abutting upon each sidewalk, who may be a resident o£ 
the City in the manner provided by law for the service of summons in civil 
action. He shall return a copy of the notice with the time and manner of 
service endorsed thereon, signed by the person serving it, to the City Auditor 
and Clerk, who shall file and preserve such return. For the purpose of such 
service, if the owner of any such property be not a resident of the City any 
person charged with the collection of rent or the payment of taxes on 
such property, or having control thereof in any way, shall be regarded a* 
the agent of the owner and service upon such person shall have the like 
force and effect as though, personal service were made upon the owner there- 
of. If it appears in any such returns however, that the owner is a non-resident, 
or that neither sucli owner or agent could be found, one publication of 
a copy of the resolution in a newspaper of general circulation in the City 
shall be deemed sufficient notice to such owner. 


Section 151. 
METHOD OF PROCEDURE: If sidewalks, curbing, gut- 


ters, drains, street paving, sanitary and storm sewers be not constructed or 
repaired within sixty days from the service of the notice provided for in the 
preceding section, or the publication thereof, the City Manager may proceed 
by direct employment of labor, or contract, to carry out such construction 
or repairs at the expense of the owner, as in the case of other improve- 
ments, and all such expense shall be reported by the City Manager to the City 
Commission. 
The City Commission shall thereupon, by ordinance, assess 


the cost and expense thereof upon the owner or owners of all the property 
bounding or abutting thereon, and such assessments shall be collected in the 
same manner as other assessments, with a penalty of five per cent and in- 
tere'st for failure to pay at the time fixed by the assessment resolution.

ASSESSMENT FOR REMOVAL OF WEEDS, RUBBISH, 


ETC.: 
The City Commission shall have power to provide by ordinance for 


assessing against the abutting property the cost of removing from sidewalks 
all aeeumiulations of weeds or rubbish, and for assessing against property 
the cost of cutting and removing therefrom of noxious weeds or nfbbish, in- 
cluding debris resulting from fires or the demolition of buildings or other 
structures.

CARE AND SUPERVISION OF STREETS AND PUBLIC 


GROUNDS: The City Commission shall provide by ordinance for the care, 
supervision, control and improvement of public highways, streets, avenues,, 
alleys, sidewalks, public grounds, bridges, aqueducts and viaducts, within th« 
City and shall cause them to be kept open, in repair and free from nuisances. 


Section 155. 
ALTERATION OF STREETS: 
Whenever it may be 


deemed necessary' the City Commission may cause any street, alley or public 
highway to be opened, straightened.'divcrted. narrowed, widened or vacated. 


Section 156. 
DEDICATION OF STREETS: No street or alley hereaf- 


ter dedicated to public use by the owner of any land within the City shall be 
deemed a public street or alley or under the care or control of the City, un- 
less the dedication be accepted and confirmed by1 ordinance passed for such 
purpose, or unless the provisions of this Charter relating to platting subdi- 
visions shall have been complied with. 


Section 157. 
VACATION OR CHANGE OF NAME: 
The City Com- 


mission in vacating any street or part of street or changing the name t>f any 
street, may include in one ordinance the change of- name or vacation or nar- 
rowing of more than one street, avenue or alley, but before vacating any 
street or part thereof, or narrowing any street the City Commission shall 
first pass a resolution declaring its intention to do so. Notice as in civil ac- 
tions shall be served upon all persons whose property abuts upon the portion 
of the street affected by the proposed vacation or narrowing, and by publica- 
tion once in a newspaper of general circulation in the City as to all the per- 
sons who cannot be personally served. Said notice shall state the time and • 
place at which objection can be heard before the City Commission and the 
City Commission may thereafter by ordinance declare such vacation 'or nar- 
rowing of street, avenue or alley of which notice was previously given as here- 
inbefore provided for and such order of the City Commission vacating or nar- 
rowing of a street which has been dedicated to public use by the proprietor 
shall, to the extent to which it is vacated or narrowed, operate as a revocation 
of the acceptance thereof by the City Commission, but the right of way and 
easement therein of any lot owner shall not be impaired thereby 


Section 158. 
SUPERVISOR OF PLATS: The City Manager shall be 


the Supervisor of Plats o£ the City. He shall provide regulations governing 
the platting of all lands so as to recsuire all streets and alleys to be of proper 
width and to be co-terminous with the adjoining streets and alleys, and'other- 
wise to conform to regulations prescribed by him. Whenever any person 
plats any land within the corporate limits or contiguous thereto, the City 
Manager as Supervisor of Plats shall, if such plats are in accordance with 
the rules as prescribed by him, endorse his written approval theieon.

It contains many of 


the most salient features of Charters of many of the best and most econom- 
ically governed cities and towns. 


Your Charter Board has taken great care to keep always in mind that 


oar City is not so large or so wealthy as many other cities; that those who 
must bear the cost of our municipal government are, for the most part, so 
situated in life that they must earn their living and the money with which 
to pay their taxes by working long hours at their various trades, professions, 
occupations and places of business, and that the people of our City are al- 
ready heavily burdened with various special taxes and bond issues. 
„ 
Your Charter Board also recognized the fact that, not through the ia- 


dividual shortcomings of those worthy citizens who are now, or have here- 
tofore been in charge of our City government, but by reason of the faults 
and limitations of our present City Chatter, our ta? payers are not enjoying 
the economy and efficiency of municipal government to which they are en- 
titled; nor has our City had that degree of civic progress, the foundation of 
which nature has so abundantly bestowed, and for which our progressive 
citizens have so earnestly striven. 


The crying need of improving upon our present form of City government 


must be apparent to all our people. Those who have made an extensive 
study of the subject of municipal government almost unanimously agree that 
the best results are obtained by placing the executive affairs of the City di- 
rectly in the hands of one man trained in the science of City Management, 
•who is required to devote his full tune to his duties, and who is made directly 
responsible for economy and efficiency; in other words, the "Commission- 


Your Charter Board now presents for your ratification or rejection a 


Commission-Manager Plan" Charter, in which we have earnestly endeavored 
to incorporate such provisions as will, in our opinion, guarantee a more 
economical and efficient administration of the affairs of our City 


By the adoption of this Charter, we believe the City will be able to get 


one hundred cents in value for every dollar of taxes and that the burden of 
taxation will be more justly distributed. 


Some of its chief advantages may be briefly mentioned as follows: 
1. It establishes a simple, direct and business-like form of government. 
2. It makes elective officers responsible to public opinion by means of 
the initiative and referendum. 


3. It creates a single-headed administrative establishment, and this ad- 


ministrative unity makes for harmony between departments, since all are 
subject to a common head. 


4. It insures expertness in administration at the point where it is most 


valuable, namely: at the head. 


5. It takes politics out of City affairs by limiting the number of persons 


to be voted for each year to a single legislative officer; thus enabling the 
community to center on the best material available. 


6. It affords to capable men the opportunity of holding office during 


good behavior, plus tending to the development ol trained public servants. 


7. It furnishes, through the recall, a simple method of removing in- 


efficient or corrupt officials. 


S. It secures full publicity of official acts, yet eliminates wasteful 
methods of legal advertising. 


9. It prohibits candidates from soliciting office by improper methods. 
10. It provides for the adoption of a "Civic Plan" for New Smyrna; 


thus insuring future improvements and civic development along definite and 
comprehensive lines, and toward the accomplishment of a general plan de- 
vised by expert opinion and previously approved and adopted by the neoole 
of the City. 


11. It creates a purchasing department which will effect great saving 
in the purchase of supplies. 


12. It safeguards the City in franchise matters. 
13. It affords a means of avoiding much unnecessary tearing up of 
streets for service connections. 


14. It provides the means whereby the people of any locality within the 


City may, by their own initiative, obtain needed improvements which will 
special!}- benefit their property. 


15. Through the initiative it provides a simple and easy method of di- 


rect legislation whenever necessity demands it 


16. If recognizes the people as the sole source of governmental power 


and imposes upon each member of the community the duty and responsibility 
of actively interesting himself in the affairs of the City. 


The form of City government proposed under the Charter which is sub- 


mitted herewith is what is known as the "Commission-Manager Plan," and, 
that it may be more thoroughly understood, its organization and the distri- 
bution of its functions are briefly outlined in the following diagrams:

POWERS OF THE CITY: 
The City of New Smyrna shall 


have and is hereby granted the power to borrow money, but said City shall 
not borrow for current expenses 
more than twenty per cent of the 


revenues 
of

assessments, to control, perform and furnish all public services and to ac- 
quire and dispose of property either within or without its corporate limits 
for public uses and for the protection and preservation of public improve- 
ments, by acquisition, condemnation, or otherwise; to issue and sell bonds 
upon the property or the earnings thereof, or both; to adopt and enforce 
local police, sanitary and other similar regulations not in conflict with the 
laws of the State; to do whatever may be deemed necessary or proper for 
the safety, health, convenience and general welfare of Its inhabitants, and 
to exercise all other powers of local self-government. 
The enumeration 


of particular powers by this Charter shall not be held or deemed to be ex- 
clusive, but, in addition to the powers enumerated herein, implied thereby 
or appropriate to the exercise thereof, the City shall have, and may exercise. 
all other powers .which, under the constitution and laws of Florida, it 
be competent 
for this 'paragraph 
specifically to enumerate. 


Charter also would give the city the right to exercise police powers over 
abbitoirs, dairies, slaughter houses and sanitation, for a distance of five 
miles from the City limits, provided, only, that such action should not be 
taken within the corporate limits of any neighboring municipality. 


Section 8. 
GENERAL DESCRIPTION: 
The form ot Government of 


the City of New Smyrna provided for under this Charter shall be that known 
as the "Commission-Manager Plan" and the City Commission shall consist ot 
three citizens, who shall be elected at large in the manner hereinafter pro- 
vided. The City Commission shall constitute the Governing Body with 
powers hereinafter provided to pass ordinances, adopt regulations, and ap- 
point a Chief Administration Officer to be known as the "City Manager" and 
to exercise all other powers hereinafter provided.

THE CITY COMMISSION 


Section 9. 
CREATION OP COMMISSION: 
There is hereby created 


a City Commission to consist of three electors of the City elected at large, 
who shall hold office for three years; provided, that at the first election 
held under this Charter the candidate having the largest vote shall serve 
three years, the one having the next higest number of votes for two years, 
and the one having the third highest number of votes for one year, and 
at each annual election thereafter, one Commissioner shall be voted for. 


Section 10. 
POWERS: 
All powers of the City except such as are 


vested in the jurisdiction of a Municipal Court and except as otherwise 
provided by this Charter, or by the Constitution of the State, are hereby 
vested in the City Commission; and, except as otherwise provided by this 
Charter, or by the Constitution of the State, the City Commission may, by 
ordinance or resolution provide the manner in which any power of the City 
shall be exercised. Neither the City Commission nor any of its members 
shall dictate the appointment of any person to office or employment by' the 
City Manager, or in any manner prevent the City Manager from exercising his 
own judgement in selecting the personnel of his administration. The City Com- 
mission and its members shall deal with the administrative service solely 
through the City Manager and neither the City Commission nor any member 
thereof shall give orders to, nor make requests of, any of the subordinates 
of the City Manager, either publicly or privately. 


Section 11. 
QUALIFICATIONS OF MEMBERS: 
Members of the City 


Commission shall be residents of the City for five years and have the quali- 
fications of electors and shall be taxpayers on real and personal property 
within the city limits. Officers and employes of the City shall not hold any 
other public office, except as Notaries Public, and shall 'not be interested in 
the profits or emoluments of any contract, work or service for the munici- 
pality, and any such contract in which any officer or employe is. or may be- 
come interested, shall be declared void by the City Commission. 


Section 12. 
CANVASS BY CANDIDATES FOR COMMISSION PRO- 


HIBITED: 
No candidate for the office of City Commission shall make any 


personal canvass among the voters to secure his nomination or election 
or the nomination and election of any other candidate in the same election. 
He may cause notice of his candidacy to be published in the newspapers and 
may procure the circulation of a petition for his nomination; but he shall 
not personally circulate such petition, nor by writing, nor in any otherwise 
solicit anyone to support him or vote for him. He shal! not expend or 
promise any money, office, employment or any other thing of value to secure 
nomination or election, but he may answer such inquiries as may be put 
to him and may declare his'position publicly upon matters of public interest, 
either by addressing public meetings or by making like statements for 
newspaper publication or general circulation. A violation of these pro- 
visions or any of them, shall disqualify him from holding the office if elected 
and the person receiving the next highest number of votes, who has observed 
the foregoing conditions, shall be entitled to the office. 


Section 13. 
JUDGE OF ITS OWN ELECTION: The City Commission 


shall be the judge of the election and qualification of its own members sub- 
ject to review by the courts. Any member of the City Commission who shall 
be convicted of crime while in office shall thereby forfeit his office 


Section 14. 
ACCEPTANCE OF PASSES AND SPECIAL PRIVILEGES 


PROHIBITED: No City Commissioner or other officer or employe of the City 
shall accept any frank, free ticket, pass or service, directly or indirectly, 
from any person, firm or corporation, upon terms more favorable than ara 
granted to the public generally, provided that such prohibition of free service 
shall not apply to policemen or firemen in uniform or wearing their official 
badges, where same is authorized by ordinance, and -provided further that 
nothing in this section shall be so construed as to prohibit the use of passes 
or free service that has been or may be granted to any City Commissioner by 
reason of his employment other than as a City Commissioner 


Section 15. 
FORFEITURE OF OFFICE:' Any City Commissioner who 


shal! cease to possess any of the qualifications required under the six pro- 
ceeding sections shall forthwith forfeit his office. 


Section 16. 
VACANCIES: When there is a single vacancy in the City 


Commission, the same shall be filled by appointment by the City Cora- 
mission, if less than sixty days ensue before the next general or special 
election; if more than sixty days before such election, then an election shall 
be called to fill such vacancy. When there is more than one vacancy then 
an election shall be called to fill such vacancies. 


Section 17. 
MAYOR: The City Commission shall, at the time of or- 


ganizing, elect one of its members as Mayor of the City. In case the members 
of the City Commission are unable to agree within five days after the time 
fixed herein for the organization meeting, upon the selection of the' Mayor, 
then such officer shall be chosen by lot. conducted by the City Clerk, who 
shall certify the result of such lot upon the journal of the City Commission 


Section 18. 
FUNCTIONS AND POWERS OF MAYOR: 
The Mayor 


shall preside at all meetings of the Cty Commission'and perform such other 
duties consistent with his office as may be imposed by it; and shall have a 
voice and vote in the proceedings of the City Commission, hut no veto power 
He may use the title of Mayor in any case in which legal instruments of 
writing' or other necessity arising from the general laws of the State so re- 
quires; but this shall not be considered as conferring upon him the admin- 
istrathe or judicial tunctions of a mayor under the general laws of the 
State. He shall be recognized as the official head of the City by the courts 
tor the purpose of sen-ing civil processes; by the Government "in the exer- 
cise of military law. and for all ceremonial purposes 
He may lake com-

mand ot the police and govern the City hv proclamation, under the direction 
ot the City Commission during times of grave public danger or cmereencv 
and the CHy Commission .shall he the judge of what constitutes such public 
danger or emergency. The powers and duties of the Mayor shall he such as 
are conferred upon him by the City Commission in pursuance of the provisions 
ot tins Charter, and no others.

REPORT ON CONDITIONS IN THE VOLUSIA 


COUNTY JAIL SEPT. 27, 1920. 


TOLEN TRUCK FOUND 


IN WOODS NEAR HERE 


St. Augustine Record: J. W. Rich- 
ourg ot the St. George Electric corn- 
any has been fortunate enough to 
over the delivery truck belonging to 
he St. George Electric companv, 
rhich was stole almost two weeks 
ago from in front of his home on 
Abbott street. After making a search 


On September 27th I asked Sheriff Morris (or permission to visit 


the Volusia County Jail either the next day or the clay after. 
A 


rather ungracious permission was given me and late the next after- 
noon, accompanied by a friend, I called at the Sheriff's office and asked 
to be taken through the jail. The first thing 1 noticed was a pile of 
magazines in one corner of the entrance porch. This was impressed 
on my mind the more when I tound the prisoners had nothing to read, 
which is a serious matter, when one considers that the prisoners in 
our county jails have no work to do and nothing to occupy their minds. 
Good literature can be ot help in keeping down evil thoughts. Sheriff 
Morris unlocked the door leading to the part of the jail where the col- 
ored men were confined, but did not enter with me. When 1 saw the 
accumulation ot dirt in the corridors I was not surprised that he pre- 
ferred to stay out. But I did think that since I had given him twenty- 
four hours notice of the timo I expected to go in. that he would have 
some cleaning up done in honor of my visit. Dirt is always degrading 
and the least that we can do is to arouse a desire in the prisoners to 
lead better lives, when their sentences are finished, ia to make their 
surroundings as clean as possible while in jail. Also the least we cau 
do to safeguard the people outside is to have our jails absolutely sani- 
tary in every respect. 


The plumbing was so bad that every toilet had to be well covered 


over with paper and wieghtecl clown. This is more the fault of the 
County Commissioners than the Sheriff, tho' 1 believe if the Sheriff 
had insisted upon it, it would have been remedied, especially as a net 
balance in the Pines an* Forfeitures Fund, in 1919 was $8.166.63; so 
there has been no lack of money. The colored men were all decently 
dressed and had sheets and pillow cases on their bunks. One of the 
men who was ill asked me to see the County Health Physician for him, 
as said official had not been in the jail for two weeks. This I did. but 
Dr. Stephens refused to go unless the Sheriff sent lor him, as he did 
not consider that the prisoners knew whether they were sick or not, 
only' the Sheriff could tell. Just as I was this part of the jail 
a new prisoner was brought in and put right m with the others without 
any attempt being made to find out whether he had any communicable 
diease or not. There is on the jail of each floor, a cell in one corner 
not connected in any way with the main block of cells, so that it would 
be an easy matter to isolate a new prisoner until he could have a 
thorough medical examination. 


On the second floor the white men are kept. Here again Sheriff 


Morris stayed outside. Conditions were even more distressing than 
with the colored men. They had on very few clothes, so few that I 
could not stay and talk with them. Several ran into their cells when 
they saw me and I felt as if I had come upon a cage of wild beasts 
rather than human beings. The arrangements of the bath tubs on 
each floor is very bad. In the men's department it is put at one end of 
the corridor that the cells open into, so that no prisoner can take a bath 
with any privacy at all. (This one bath tub must be used by those tree 
from disease as well as those with syphillis. etc.) In the St. Augustine 
jail a bath tub is placed in the corner cell, which gives comparative 
privacy. 
Shower baths are much more sanitary and are considered 


by authorities on prison reforms as the only kind to have. In the 
women's part the bath tub is in a cell in one corner entirely 
separate from the main cells. The women prisoners cannot take a bath 
without the express pel-mission of the sheriff, and his help in unlocking 
•the cells. There is one young white girl there practically in solitary 
confinement. The place was so dirty that I asked her when the Health 
Officer had been there last, and she replied not since she had been 
there, which was two months. The sheets on her bunk were the 
color of tea, which was absolutely unnecessary, for adequate laundry 
facilities should be furnished the Volusia County prisoners as are 
those in the White Plains County Jail in New York State. 


I could not get any satisfactory information from Sheriff Morris 


as to the food served the prisoners. The- matter of feeding prisoners 
should be under the supervision of the County Home Economics agent 
or a trained dietician. The State law allows the Sheriff $.60 a day per 
prisoner lor the first twenty. If there are more than twenty, $.50 per 
prisoner, not a muniflcient sum in these davs, but in the hands of an 
expert at least two nourishing meals a day can be given them for 
this sum. When human beings are kept without work or exercise, no 
sunshine or fresh air, it is even more necessary than under better con- 
ditions that they should have a balanced ration, otherwise they soon 
get sick. 


There is no reason why prisoners should not be allowed to raise 


vegetables for their own consumption if they wished to. In fact the 
Natoinal Committee on Prisons and Prison Labor will soon put over a 
campaign with the help of the Federated Women's Clubs to change 
the County Jails of the United States into Detention Farms fcr those 
who are awaiting sentence and for those who have committed minor 


offences. 


Certainly no fair-minded citizen ought to expect prisoners to 


emerge from our County Jails, as they are today, better men and 
women than when they went in. If we *are ever to lessen crime we 
must help criminals to want to be decent and not treat them in such 
a way that their only thought during confinement is bow they can 
revenge themselves upon society when they get out. As 1 heard Mr. 
Thomas Matt Osborne say last summer. "We are only safeguarding 
ourselves when our orphan asylums, reformatories, jails and pemten- 
taries are conducted along such lines that the inmates want to play 
the game of lite straight." Another bad feature of the Volusia County 
Jail is that no sunlight gets into the cells or the corridors where the 
prisoners mingle. 1 was told by one of DeLand's prominent citizens 
that the prisoners who stay in the County Jail for a few months have 
a great deal of trouble with their eyes when they coW out. This m:-.y 
be due to the dim light or to the fact tlu-t there i" no separation of the 
diseased prisoners from those is good health. The citizens of Volusia 
-County should see to it for their own sake rlial the County Heaitli 
Officer is made responsible for the cleanliness of the jail, and is given 
the power to sec that UH> prisoners perform the necessary work. A 
wilary ot at least $1,000.00 a year should go with that office, but your 
taxes amply provide for that and anything else that the jail needs. 


Of course, a sheriff can M'«- that tho jail is kept clean if ho wants 


to but if he is like the present incumbent, who would not take the. 
trouble to have, it cleaned up, oven when given twenty-four hours no- 
ti> e of rnv visit, your only safcguaid is to have the Health Officer made 
m,noi!sible for its being j menace tn the community.

COMMISSION FORM OF gOVERNMENT 


IN OLD ST. AUGUSTINE 


(By a Member of the St. Augustine Record Staff) 


A very large majority of the people of St. 


Augustine will say without hesitancy that the 
change of charter from the aldermanic to the 
commission-manager form of city government 
was a good day's work, and that there is no 
cause to regret the change. 


St. Augustine was tax-burdened, deep in 


debt and its city government full of politics 
and politicians under the aldermanic form. 
The end of 1920 will find the Ancient City 
completely out of debt, with the single ex- 
ception of some bonds issued years ago for 
the construction of the municipally owned 
waterworks; taxes are not more than the peo- 
ple are willing to pay in view of the civic im- 
provements, made and contemplated, and 
politics and politicians have given way to effi- 
ciency and men of merit. As a matter of 
fact, there is no such thing as city politics 
in St. Augustine any more. 


There are three commissioners who are 


elected by the people and serve without pay. 
They serve three years each, the term of a 
different commissioner expiring every year, 
thus insuring at least two experienced men 
in office at all times, barring vacancies re- 
sulting from' death or resignation. 
The 


three commissioners choose one of their num- 
ber as chairman, and he is given the compli- 
mentary title of mayor, though he has no 
more powers than his colleagues and not as 
much as the city manager, who is employed 
by the commissioners. 
The principal duties 


of the mayor are to preside over sessions of 
the city commission and welcome people to 
the city. 


Our city manager runs the town. The com- 


missioners hire him and may fire him when- 
ever they see fit, but they-cannot interfere 
with his work. If anything goes wrong we 
have one man upon whom we can put a finger 
and whom we hold absolutely responsible. 
Formerly we were sent from one board or 
committee to another, from councilman to 
councilman, and finally the matter was taken 
up in council meeting, with the result that 
maybe something was done about it, but most 
likely it was referred to a committee or post- 
poned till a later session. The city manager 
may hail from St. Augustine or Phoenix, 
Arizona, efficiency and ability to conduct the 
affairs of a town in a business-like and eco- 
nomical manner being the only requisites. 
The first city manager was an utter stranger 
to the people here. He left because he was 
offered a more handsome salary to operate 
another city. The present manager, Eugene 
Masters, is a native of St. Augustine, and 
formerly was mayor of the town under the 
old plan of government. 
He receives a sal- 


ary of thirty-six hundred dollars a year, and 
is the biggest man in the burg. He is worth 
all we pay him. 


The reform here is not yet complete, 


though the improvement is most remarkable. 
All the leaks could not be stopped up the 
first day or the government made over in a 
month. It has taken time and thought and 
much hard work, but the foundation for a 
perfect city management and strictly business 
regime has been laid. There is no office hunt- 
ing, 
there are no rings, no pulls, no gangs. 


The commissioners sit like the directors of a 
bank and dispose of business as definitely 
and as expeditiously. Business men appeal- 
before the commissioners, their grievances 
are adjusted and their recommendations 
given due consideration. If action is taken 
it is taken promptly; dilly-dallying doesn't 
go. The city manager is-all powerful; can do 
almost anything he considers best for the city 
except impose taxes and spend large sums of 
money, without consulting anybody. He em- 
ploys'the people who work for the city. It 
has been said that a monarchy would be the 
best government if the people could be assur- 
ed of a good monarch all the time: 
We 


have a good monarch, and if at any time we 
decide he is not as good as he ought to be 
we have the machinery necessary to get a 
new one. 
The initiative, referendum and 


recall are at our command. One effort was 
initiated to change back to the aldermanic 
form, but it, was unsuccessful. 
In fact, no 


city that has adopted the commission forpi 
of.'government has ever returned to council 
rule. Repeated attempts in Pensacola to go 
back have been in vain.

No town in Florida is better governed than 


St. Augustine. It is clean, alive, progressive, 
*.initary, well policed, amply paved, protect- 
ed from fire, poli-lick-free, and good to live 
in. The jail is empty, and the police courc 
often holds but one session a week, due to a 
lack of cases. It has been stated in a pr--_ 
vious paragraph that the city will be out of 
debt at the end of this year, and in this con- 
nection it must be considered that this 
financial progress has been made in spite of 
the loss of revenue from liquor licenses, :iu- 
Tomobile taxes, occupation licenses and police 
court fines, an estimated total of twenty thou- 
sand dollars annually.

Our attention has been called to a paid political advertisement 


entitled. "Why Mark Galbreath Is A Candidate." In that communica- 
tion he seems to have an especial grievance against the1 County Can- 
vassing Board, composed of J. Lee McCrory, as County Judge, John A. 
Reilly. as Chairman of the Board of County Commissioners, and I. C. 
Hughes, as Supervisor of Registration for Volusia County. He com- 
plains because four or five votes, which were cast under what is known 
as thr- "Absentee Voter:?' Law," were not counted by the County Can- 
vassing Board. These envelopes liave never been opened and none 
can say how the ballots enclosed ,if there are ballots enclosed, are 
marked, if they are marked at all. On two of thfr envelopes there is 
nothing to show it is an absentee vote at all, the only reason that the 
County Judge believed that it might be an absentee vote is the fa«t 
that it is enclosed in an envelope on which is the address of the County 
Judge of Monroe County. 


The Acts of the Legislature of 1917, with reference to this mat- 


ter, on page 243, says: 


That the ballot shall, together with the affidavit, be securely 


sealed in an envelope, upon the back of which one of the Inspectors 
of election shall write, "the ballot of— 
, absent voter 


of 
Precinct, in the County of 
," which 


shall be signed by the Inspectors of the Election. 


N'ot one of the envelopes in question were signed as required by 


Statute quoted above, and there was clearly nothing that the County 
Canvassing Board could do except to refuse to open the envelopes, and 
accordingly the em-elopes are still in the office of the County Judge, 
unopened. 


In the letter of Galbreath, after discussing the absent voters law. 


he says: "Having exhausted every means at my command to persuade 
tlie Canvassing Board to give> me credit for these votes, and having 
failed, there was nothing for me to do but to go into the Courts." 


We have examined the record of Uie proceedings that went to the 


Supreme Court, jfor the reason that we were parties to that proceed- 
ing by virtue of b'eing the County Canvassing Board, and Galbreatb, 
at no time in that proceeding or in any other proceeding in the 
Courts, has attempted to have these absentee votes counted. He 
knew, as well as his lawyers knew, that the ballots were illegal, 
and that the County Canvassing Board could not count .them. If he 
or his attorneys had thought otherwise, would they not in the same 
proceeding in which they endeavored to get the five votes supposed 
to be in the box at New Smyrna, counted, have also endeavored to have 
these supposed absentee votes counted? He wilfully misrepresents the 
matter that he took into the Courts. 


The Supreme Court has declined to advance this case for a hear- 


ing, and we submit that if the Supreme Court had thought there was 
any merit in his petition, the record in the case being a small one, the 
case would undoubtedly have been advanced and decided. Seeing that 
there was no'merit in the case, the Supreme Court has very properly- 
declined u> give it precedence. 


So far as the five votes that Galbreath says were in the box 


at New Smyrna are concerned, this matter never at any time in any 
manner or form came before the County Canvassing Board except 
when we were named parties defendant in the suit decided by the 
Circuit Judge against Galbreath. None knows anything about Inure 
being any such ballots in the box. as Galbreath says there are at New 
Smyrna except Galbreath. How did he expect the County Canvassing 
Board to count for him five votes at New Smyrna, when there .was 
nothing 111 the returns of the Inspectors to show that there were any 
such ballots in the box at New Smyrna, and when nobody has e'-er 
alleged that there were any such ballots in the box at New Smyrna, 
except Galbreath?

feated and lie does not seem to be man enough to accept bis defeat 
grai'^tuily 
Two of the undersigned were candidate 
1-; for office in the 


same primary that Galbreath wan a candidnle lor olfkc. and we were 
deleated. We accepted our defeat as good losers, and have not charged 
anyon0 with stealing the election away from us. 


N'o one has dominated us in the discharge of our oflinal duties 


as Hie County ('amassing Hoard, and Galbreath's- unfounded atiiuk on 
us is both malicious and untrue.

REPORT ON CONDITIONS IN THE VOLUSIA 


COUNTY JAIL SEPT. 27, 1920. 


On September 27th I asked Sheriff Morris for permission to visit 


the Volusia County Jail either the next day or the day after. 
A 


rather ungracious permission was given me and late the next after- 
noon, accompanied by a friend, I called at the Sheriff's office and asked 
to be taken through the jail. The first thing 1 noticed was a pile of 
magazines in one corner of the entrance porch. This was impressed 
on my mind the more when I tound the prisoners had nothing to read, 
which is a serious matter, when one considers that the prisoners in 
our county jails have no work to do and nothing to occupy their minds. 
Good literature can be of help in keeping clown evil thoughts. Sheriff 
Morris unlocked the door leading to the part of the jail where the col- 
ored men were confined, but did not enter with me. When I saw tiie 
accumulation of dirt in the corridors I was not surprised that he pre- 
ferred to stay out. But I did think that since I had given him twenty- 
four hours notice of (lie time i expected to go in. that he would have 
tome cleaning up done in honor of my visit. Dirt is always degrading 
and the least that we can do is to arouse a desire in the prisoners to 
lead tetter lives, when their sentences are finished, id to make their 
surroundings as clean as possible while in jail. Also the least we can 
do to safeguard the people outside is to have our jails absolutely sani- 
tary in every respect. 


The plumbing was so bad that every toilet had to be well covered 


over with paper and wieghted clown. This is more the fault of the 
County Commissioners than the Sheriff tho' 1 believe if the Sheriff 
had insisted upon it, it would have been remedied, especially as a net 
balance in the Pines an» Forfeitures Fund, in 1919 was $8.166.63; so 
there has been no lack of money. The colored men were all decently 
dressed and liad sheets and pillow eases on their bunks. One of the 
men who was ill asked me to see the County Health Physician tor him, 
as said official had not been in the jail for two weeks. This I did. but 
Dr. Stephens refused to go unless the Sheriff sent for him, as he did 
not consider that the prisoners knew whether they were sick or not, 
only' the Sheriff could tell. Just as I was this part of the jail 
a new prisoner was brought in and put right in with the others without 
any attempt being made to find out whether he had any communicable 
diease or not. There is on the jail of each floor, a cell in one corner 
not connected in any way with the main block of cells, so that it would 
be an easy matter to isolate a new prisoner until he could have a 
thorough medical examination. 


On the second floor the white men are kept. Here again Slip-riff 


Morris stayed outside. Conditions were even more distressing than 
with the colored men. They had on very few clothes, so few that I 
could not stay and talk with them. Several ran into their cells when 
they saw me and I felt as if t had come upon a cage of wild beasts 
rather than human beings. The arrangements of the bath tubs on 
each floor is very bad. In the men's department it is put at one end of 
the corridor that the cells open into, so that no prisoner can take a bath 
with any privacy at all. (This one bath tub must be used by those free 
from disease as well as those with syphillis. etc.) In the St. Augustine 
jail a bath tub is placed in the corner cell, which gives comparative 
privacy. 
Shower baths are much more sanitary and are considered 


by authorities on prison reforms as the only kind to have. In the 
women's part the bath tub is in a cell in one corner entirely 
separate from the main cells. The women prisoners cannot take a bath 
without the express pel-mission of the sheriff, and his help in unlocking 
•the cells. There is one young white girl there practically in solitary 
confinement. The place was so dirty that I asked her when the Health 
Officer had been there last, and she replied not since she had been 
there, which was two months. 
The sheets on her bunk were the 


color of tea, which was absolutely unnecessary, for adequate laundry 
facilities should be furnished the Volusia County prisoners as are 
those in the White Plains County Jail in New York State. 


I could not get any satisfactory information from Sheriff Morris 


as 'to the food served the prisoners. The- matter of feeding prisoners 
should be under the supervision of the County Home Economics agent 
or a trained dietician. The State law allows the Sheriff ?.GO a day per 
prisoner for the first twenty. If there are more than twenty, $.50 per 
prisoner, not a munineient sum in these davs, but in tlie hands of an 
expert at least two nourishing meals a day can be given them for 
this sum. When human beings are kept without work or exercise, no 
sunshine or tresli air, it is even more necessary than under better con- 
ditions tbat they should have a balanced ration, otherwise they soon 
get sick. 


There is no reason why prisoners should not be allowed to raise 


vegetables for their own consumption if they wished to. In fact the 
Natoinal Committee on Prisons and Prison Labor will soon put over a 
campaign with the help of the Federated Women's Clubs to change 
the County Jails of the United States into Detention Farms fcr those 
who are awaiting sentence and for those who have committed minor' 
offences. 


Certainly no fair-minded citizen ought to expect prisoners to 


emerge from our County Jails, as they are today, better men and 
"women than when they went in. If we ^are ever to lessen crime we 
must help criminals to want to be decent and not treat them in such 
a way that their oaly thought during confinement is how they can 
revenge themselves upon society when they get out. As 1 heard Mr. 
Thomas Matt Osborne say last summer. ''We are only safeguarding 
ourselves when our orphan asylum.-,, reformatories, jails and peniton- 
taries are conducted along such lines that the inmates want to play 
the game of lite straight." Another bad feature of the Volusia County 
Jaii is that no .sunlight gets into the cells or HIP corridors where the 
prisoners mingle. 1 was told by one of DeLand's prominent citizens 
that the prisoners who stay in the County Jail for a few months have 
a great, deal of trouble with their eyes when they crimp out. This m::y 
be due to the dim light or to the fact thrt there i:-, no separation of the 
diseased prisoners from (nose in good health. The citizens of Volusia 
-County should see to it for their own sake that the County Health 
Officer is made responsible, for tho cleanliness of the jail, and is given 
the power to see that (.he prisoners perform the necessary work. A 
salary o£ at least $1,000.00 a year should go with that office, bul your 
taxes amply provide for that and anything else that the jail needs. 


Of course, a sheriff cnn sre that tho jail t« kepi clean if tip wants 


to. but if lie is like the present incumbent, who would not take the, 
trouble to havo it cleaned up, even when given twenty-four hours no- 
ti> e ol IBV visit, your only safcgnaid is to have tho Health Officer made 


. re&nonsible for its being j menacp tn the community.

•able to municipalities and not inconsistent with this Charter or with any 
ordinance or resolution passed by the City Commission. 


CITY DEPOSITORY. 


Section 69. 
DEPOSITORY: Within fifteen days after the beginning of 


each ficial year, the City Commission shall designate some reputable Na- 
tional, State or Savings Bank, located to the City of New Smyrna, as a De- 
pository for all funds of whatsoever nature belonging to the City. 
Such 


Depository shall be selected by written competitive bids after due notice 
and the Bank submitting the most advantageous bid shall be designated as 
City Depository for one year, or until its successor has been designated and 
qualified; provided, however, that there shall be no change made in the De- 
pository aa now existing prior to September 10th, 1922 


The Bank designated as City Depository shall give 'surety bond or other 


security satisfactory to the City Commission, guaranteeing the safety of 
the City's funds and the faithful performance of its duties 


It shall be the duty of the City Commission before designating a Depos- 


itory, to carefully consider the reputation, financial condition facilities for 
service and rate ot interest offered by all banks bidding. 
All bids received 


shall be kept on file by the City Clerk and Auditor and shall be open to the 
inspection of all parties interested. 


Officers of the Bank designated as City Depository shall not be con- 
sidered City officers. 


Section 70. 
INTEREST UPON INVESTMENTS QR DEPOSITS: 
All 


iffioney due aa interest upon investments or deposits shall be collected by the 
City Auditor and Clerk, and placsd to the credit of the general fund of the 


Section 71. 
PAYMENTS HOW MADE: 
The City Depository shall 


pay out money only on the warrants of the City Aaditor and Clerk, counter- 
signed by the City Manager, except bonds and interest bearing coupons, 
which, when due, may be paid upon presentation, or in case the same are 
payable in some place other than the City of New Smyrna, then the money 
for their redemption shall be sent to the place of payment. 


Section 72: 
ACCOUNTS OF CITY DEPOSITORY: The accounts of 


the City Depository shall be examined at the end of each month by the City 
Auditor and Clerk, to whom the City Depository shall turn over all war- 
rants, interest coupons,'bonds or other evidence of the indebtedness of the 
City which may have been redeemed by it during the month, taking the 
receipt of the City Auditor and Clerk therefor, and all such warrants, interest 
•coupons, bonds or other evidence of the indebtedness of the City so turned 
over shall be cancelled by the Depository and have written or stamped there- 
on the date of their payment or redemption. 


Section 73. 
MONTHLY REPORT: 
At the first meeting of the City 


Commission in each month the City Depository shall submit a detailed re- 
port of receipt^ and disbursements, which report shall be rendered through 
the City Auditor and Clerk and bear the certificate of the latter as to its 
correctness. 


Section 74. 
WARRANTS, HOW PAID: 
All warrants shall be paid 


in the order in which they are presented, out ot the moneys in the respec- 
tive funds on which they are drawn. The City Depository shall note on 
the back of each warrant presented to it the date,of presentation, in case 
there is not sufficient amount of money in the Depository to the credit of the 
fund upon which such warrant may have been drawn to pay all warrants 
drawn upon such 
fund 
and presented previous to the warrant in 


question, and it shall keep a record book to be known and designated as the 
"Record of Unpaid Warrants," 
in which it shall enter the number, date, 


amount, payee, fund op which drawn and the date of presentation of all war- 
rants submitted to it for payment and for which there are no funds, and shall 
thereafter pay such warrants according to the date of their presentation. 


Section 75. 
ACCOUNT OF EACH FUND: The City Depository shall 


keep a separate account of each fund or appropriation and of the debits and 
credits pertaining thereto. 
It shall prepare receipts in duplicate lor all 


moneys paid into the City Depository, delivering the original receipt to the 
person paying the same sftid retaining the duplicate to be turned over to the 
City Auditor and Clerk at the time of his monthly settlement 
with that 


power by ordinance to revise, to repeal or change said appropriation and 
make additional appropriations for that year. 


Section 86. 
TRANSFER OF FUNDS: Upon request of the City Man 


ager, the City Commission may transfer any part of any unencumbered bal- 
ance of an appropriation to a purpose or object for which the appropriation 
of the current year has proved insufficient, or may authorize a transfer to be 
made between items appropriated to he same office or department. 


Section ST. 
LIMITATIONS ON APPROPRIATIONS: At the close of 


each fiscal year the unencumerbed balance of each appropriation shall revert 
to the general fund and shall be subject to 'future appropriations. Any 
accruing revenues of the City, not appropriated and hereinbefore provided, 
and any balance at any time remaining after the purpose of the appropriation 
shall have been satisfied or abandoned, may from time to time be appropriated 
by the City Commission to such use as will not conflict with any uses for 
which specifically such revenues accrued. No money shall be drawn from 
the depository of the City, nor shall any obligation for the expenditure of 
money be incurred, except pursuant to the appropriations made by the City 
Commission. 


Section S3. 
PAYMENT OF CLAIMS: No warrant for the payment cf 


any account or claim shall be issued by the City Auditor and Clerk until 
such account or claim shall have been approved by the head of the depart- 
ment for which the indebtedness was incurred and by the City Manager, and 
such officers and their sureties shall be liable to the municipality for all loss 
and damage sustained by the municipality by reason of corrupt or improper 
approval of any such claim or account against the municipality. 


Section 89. 
LEVIES: The City of New Smyrna shall have power to 


levy taxes each year for the ordinary purposes of the municipality; provided 
hat such levy shall be at a rate not to exceed twenty-four mills-on the 
assessed valuation of the taxable property within its limits, which assessed 
valuation shall not exceed, the last valuation thereof by the state for taxation. 
The words "ordinary purposes" shall be construed 'to mean all expenses 'for 
salaries of officers and employes, police and fire force maintenance, cleaning 
>f street, illumination, incidental expenses of administration of the public 
business and all other purposes strictly municipal in their-character which 
are annual and continuing, including reasonable expenditures for adver- 
tising and promoting the interests ot the municipality through legitimate and 
recognized mediums for the accomplishment of such purposes, and for pro- 
moting the welfare of the people of the City by such means as will contribute 
oward malting the said City more attractive as place ot residence. 


Section 90. 
SPECIAL TAX: In addition to the foregoing levy of not 


exceeding twenty-four mills, said municipal corporation may annually levy 
and collect a special tax for permanent improvements and the adornment, 
paving and improvement of the streets and public grounds of the City and 
he property of the municipally beyond the limits of the City, which levy 
ihall not exceed seven and one-half (7%) mills on the assessed value 
of the taxable property of the City. Said corporation shall also levy and 
:ollect annually upon its taxable property aforesaid such sums as may be 
necessary to pay interest upon the indebtedness of the City and for the 
maintenance and repairs of its properties, streets and public works; to create 
a sinking fund for the payment of such indebtedness as may be incurred; 


nd to pay the bonds ot the City already issued or any bonds which may be 
bsnecl in ac-cordaive with law; to pay any judgment against the City and any 
uch sum. as may ue commanded to be levied by any mandamus legally issued 
against the City. 


Section 91. 
RATE OF ASSESSMENT: The percentage of taxation 


herein authorized shall in such cases be upon the valuation of the taxable 
property in said City as set forth in the State and County assessment roll. 


Section 92. 
TAX ASSESSMENT ROLL: 
All property within the 


y taxable for State purposes shall be assessed and listed for purposes of 


general taxation on the City Tax Assessment Roll in the name of the owner 
when such owner's name is known to the assessing officer but real property, 
he owner or owners of which are unknown to the assessor shall be listed as 
he assessing officer shall, from his best information, believe to be the 
names of the owner or owners thereof, or may assess same as unknown.

DUTIES OF TRUSTEES: The City Commission as Trus-

CITY PLAN, ADOPTION OF: 
The City Commission

with a view to its general improvement afla probable future growth and de- 
mands, these plans to take into consideration the extension of the City works 
into adjacent territory, improvements and changes in public utilities and lines 
of transportation, by surface and water, the location, width and grades of 
highways necessary for the best treatment of the City; the development and 
improvement of the water front, with the seawall and wharves; the location 
and design of public buildings and municipal decoration and ornamentation 
and the creation of such park and boulevard system as may be deemed ad- 
visable. The City plans proposed by such City Plan Board ,when adopted 
by vote of the electors of the City in such manner as may be prescribed by 
ordinance, shall constitute the plan to be followed by the municipality and 
its officers in the permanent improvement and development of the City of 
New Smyrna until modified or amended at some subsequent election, and all 
expenditures of funds for permanent improvements shall be restricted to 
such purposes as are cpntemplated under the plan of the City Plan Board 
which may have been approved and adopted as herein provided for.

bers of the City Commission and the City Manager shall be ex-officio mem- 
bers- of the City Plan Board. 


Section 80. 
CITY PLAN FUND: 
Authority is hereby given for the 


creation of a fund to be known as the "City Plan Fund," and which may be 
raised by a tax levy to be made during the year ^1922 as other taxes 
are levied, of not exceeding two mills on the dollar, but no further levy or 
payment into such fund shall be made by the City.

and assessed upon the City tax assessment rolls by reference to such plat 
or plats, plat book or plat books, which shall be plainly endorsed "Now 
Smyrna City Plats," and shall be referred to on the City assessment rolls is - 
"City Plats" as a sufficient designation.

Should any person, corporation 
or firm omit to make such returns, as above required, the assessing officer 
shall assess the property not thus returned in the name of the owner, if the 
owner shall be known to him, and where the name of the owner is not known 
to him, he may assess it in the name of the supposed or reputed owner or 
occupant or as. belonging to an unknown owner.

CITY DEPOSITORY. 


Section 69. 
DEPOSITORY: Within fifteen days after the beginning of 


each flcial year, the City Commission shall designate some reputable Na- 
tional, State or Savings Bank, located in the City of New Smyrna, as a De- 
pository for all funds of whatsoever nature belonging to the City. 
Such 


Depository shall be selected by written competitive bids, after due notice, 
and the Bank submitting the most advantageous bid shall be designated as 
Cit3J,PePositor? for one year' or until its successor has been designated and 
qualified; provided, however, that there shall be no change made in the De- 
pository as now existing prior to September 10th, 1922. 


The Bank designated as City Depository shall give surety bond or other 


security satisfactory to the City Commission, guaranteeing the safety of 
the City's funds and the faithful performance of its duties. 


It shall be the duty of the City Commission before designating a Depos- 


itory, to carefully consider the reputation, financial condition, facilities for 
service and rate of interest offered by all banks bidding. 
All bids received 


shall be kept on Me by the City Clerk and Auditor and shall be open to the 
inspection of all parties interested. 


Officers of the Bank designated as City Depository shall not be con- 
aidered City officers. 


Section 70. 
INTEREST UPON INVESTMENTS QR DEPOSITS: All 


money due aa interest upon investments or deposits shall be collected by the 
City Auditor and Clerk, and placad to the credit of the general fund of the 
City. 


Section 71. 
PAYMENTS HOW MADE: 
The City Depository shall 


pay out money only OB the warrants of the City Auditor and Clerk, counter- 
signed by the City Manager, except bonds and interest bearing coupons, 
which, when due, may be paid upon presentation, or in case the same are 
payable in some place other than the City of New Smyrna, then the money 
for their redemption shall be sent to the place of payment. 


Section 72: 
ACCOUNTS OF CITY DEPOSITORY: The accounts of 


the City Depository shall be examined at the end of each month by the City 
Auditor and Clerk, to whom the City Depository shall turn over all war- 
rants, interest coupons,'bonds or other evidence of the indebtedness of the 
City which may have been redeemed by it during the month, taking the 
areceipt of the City Auditor and Clerk theretor, and all such warrants, interest 
-coupons, bonds or other evidence of the indebtedness of the City so turned 
over shall be cancelled by the Depository and have written or stamped there- 
on the date of their payment or redemption. 


Section 73. 
MONTHLY REPORT: 
At the first meeting of the City 


Commission in each month the City Depository shall submit a detailed re- 
port of receipts, and disbursements, which report shall be rendered through 
the City Auditor and Clerk and bear the certificate of the latter as to its 
correctness. 


Section 74. 
WARRANTS, HOW PAID: 
All warrants shall be paid 


in the order in which they are presented, out ot the moneys in the respec- 
tive funds on which they are drawn. The City Depository shall note on 
the back of each warrant presented to it the date .of presentation, in case 
there is not sufficient amount of money in the Depository to the credit of the 
fund upon which such warrant may have been drawn to pay all warrants

DUTIES OF TRUSTEES: The City Commission as Trus- 


tees of the sinking Fund, shall be the trustees of such bonds as may be is- 
sued from time to time for legally authorized municipal purposes and shall 
manage and control the sinking funds created for the liquidation of such 
bonds subject to the provisions of the general laws of the State and the or- 
dinances of the City with relation to the mangement of such fund. 


Section 79. 


CITY PLAN BOARD. 


CITY PLAN, ADOPTION OF: 
The City Commission 


may provide by ordiance for the establishment of a City Plan Board, the 
members of which shall serve without compensation, and it shall be the duty 
of such board to procure and suggest plans for the arrangement of the City 
with a view t'o its general improvement affd probable future growth and de- 
mands, these plans to take into consideration the extension of the City works 
into adjacent territory, improvements and changes in public utilities and lines 
of transportation, by surface and water, the location, width and grades o£ 
highways necessary for the best treatment of the City; the development and 
improvement of the water front, with the seawall and wharves; the location 
and design of public buildings and municipal decoration and ornamentation 
and the creation of such park and boulevard system as may be deemed ad- 
visable. The City plans proposed by such City Plan Board ,when adopted 
by vote of the electors of the City in such manner as may be prescribed by 
ordinance, shall constitute the plan to be followed by the municipality and 
its officers in the permanent improvement and development of the City of 
New Smyrna until modified or amended at some subsequent election, and all 
expenditures of funds for permanent improvements shall be restricted to 
such purposes as are contemplated under the plan of the City Plan Board 
•which may hare been approved and adopted as herein provided for. 
Menu- 


bers of the City CommlsSion and the City Manager shall be ex-officio mem- 
bers- of the City Plan Board. 


Section 80. 
CITY PLAN FUND: 
Authority is hereby given for the 


creation of a fund to be known as the "City Plan Fund." and which may be 
raised 
by a tax levy to be made during the year ^1922 as other taxes 


are levied, of not exceeding two mills on the dollar, but no further levy or 
payment into such fund shall be made by the City.

ANNUAL ESTIMATES: The City Manager in his annual 


report (overing the operation ol the City, which it shall be his duty to make 
and submit lo the City Commission 
< overing the fiscal year, shall set forth 


an estimate of the expenditures and revenues of the City for the ensuing 
year.

APPROPRIATION ORDINANCES: With respect to such 


estimates the City Commission shall prepare an appropriation ordinance in 


power by ordinance to revise, to repeal or change said appropriation anc 
make additional appropriations for that year. 


Section 86. 
TRANSFER OF FUNDS: Upon request of the City Man 


ager, the City Commission may transfer any part of any unencumbered bal 
ance of an appropriation to a purpose or object for which the appropriation 
of the current year has proved insufficient, or may authorize a transfer to be 
made between items appropriated to he same office or department. 


Section 87. 
LIMITATIONS ON APPROPRIATIONS: At the close of 


each fiscal year the unencumerbed balance of each appropriation shall revert 
to the general fund and shall be subject to 'future appropriations. Any 
accruing revenues of the City, not appropriated and hereinbefore provided 
and any balance at any time remaining after the purpose of the appropriation 
shall have been satisfied or abandoned, may from time to time be appropriated 
by the City Commission to such use as will not conflict with any uses for 
which specifically such revenues accrued. No money shall be drawn from 
the depository of the City, nor shall any obligation for the expenditure of 
money be incurred, except pursuant to the appropriations made by the City 
Commission. 


Section 8S. 
PAYMENT OF CLAIMS: No warrant for the payment cf 


any account or claim shall be issued by the City Auditor and Clerk until 
such account or claim shall have been approved by the head of the depart- 
ment for which the indebtedness was incurred and by the City Manager, and 
such officers and their sureties shall be liable to the municipality for all loss 
and damage sustained by the municipality by reason of corrupt or improper 
approval ot any such claim or account against the municipality. 


Section 89. 
LEVIESr The City of New Smyrna shall have power to 


evy taxes each year for the ordinary purposes of the municipality; provided 
hat such levy shall be at a rate not to exceed twenty-four mills on the 
issessed valuation of the taxable property within Us limits,- which assessed 
valuation shall not exceed the last valuation thereof by the state for taxation.

Section 90. 
SPECIAL TAX: In addition to the foregoing levy of not

such turn as may be ccmmmniled to be levied by any mandamus legally issued 
against the City.

what part or proportion of the expense thereof shall be paid by special 
assessment; by what methods such specia^ assessment shall be made; anil 
what part, if any, shall be apportioned from the general improvement funds 
of the City, and shall designate the district or lands and premises upon which 
the special assessment shall be levied. Such resolution shall also state the 
total estimated cost of the improvement, the method of payment of assess- 
ments and the sum of annual installments.

;ha passing of'such resolution, the City .Manager shall cause written notice 
of the passage thereof to be served upon the owner, or agent of owners, or 
each parcel of land abutting upon each sidewalk, who may be a resident o£ 
the City in the manner provided by law for the service of summons in civil 
action.

ETC.: The City Commission shall have power to provide by ordinance for 
assessing against the abutting property the cost of removing from sidewalks 
all aeeimrulations of weeds or rubbish, and for assessing against property 
the cost of cutting and removing therefrom of noxious weeds or nfbbish, in- 
cluding debris resulting from fires or the demolition of buildings or other 
structures.

supervision, control and improvement of public highways, streets, avenues,, 
alleys, sidewalks, public grounds, bridges, aqueducts and viaducts, within the 
City and shall cause them to be kept open, in repair and free from nuisances.

FRANCHISES AND PUBLIC UTILITIES. 


Section '05. 
GRANTING OF FRANCHISES' 
P e r s e m n ™ 


Ktanted *o w ,-urr,dn.'. comnany or corporation to c o n u c and coem," 
a inw»«, arti.y .:. cr .worts and public grounds of the citV but no such 
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grant or renewal thereof shall be made in violation ol any of the limitations 
contained in this Charter. The City Commission may by ordinance call an 
election tor such purpose, or this action may be instituted by the initiative as 
provided in this Charter. Such election shall be held as provided by this 
Charter for the holding of other elections and all qualified voters who pay 
taxes on real or personal property, may vote thereon. 


Section 166. 
PERIOD OF GRANTS: No such grant or franchise shall 


be exclusive, nor shall it be made for a longer period than twenty years. 
JJo such grant or franchise shall be renewed earlier than two years prior to 
i~.s expiration unless the City Commission shall by unanimous vote of its 
members first declare by ordinance its intention of considering a renewal 
thereof. All grants of rights to make extension of any public utility shall be 
subject as far as practicable to the terms of the original grant and shall 
.expire therewith. 


Section 167. 
CONDITIONS: The City Commission in ordinances grant- 


ing or renewing any franchise to construct and operate a public utility, and 
subject to the approval of a majority of the qualified electors, as provided in 
Section 165, shall prescribe the Kind and quality of service or product to be 
furnished, the rate or rates to be charged therefor, the manner in which the 
streets and public grounds shall be used and occupied, and other terms 
and conditions conducive to the public interest. All such grants and re- 
newals thereof shall reserve to the City the right to terminate the same 
upon purchasing all of the property, and property rights of the utility .as 
well as extensions thereof wlhin or without the City, used in or useful in 
Or connected with such utility and extension, as may be provided for In the 
ordinance making the grant or renewal and including all contracts for service 
or motor power, fairly and reasonably made In good faith by the utility,, at a 
price either,Sled In the ordinances-to be fixed in the manner provided by 
the ordinance making the grant or the renewal of the grant, such contracts 
if so purchased to be performed by the City. Nothing in anch ordinance shall 
prevent the City from acquiring the property of any such utility by condem- 
nation proceedings or la an; other lawful mode; and all such methods of ac- 
quisition shall be alternative to the power of purchase reserved in the grant 
or renewal as hereby provided. In such event, however, said contracts of 
such utility shall be performed by the City. Upon the acquisition by the City 
ot the property of any utility, by purchase, condemnation, or otherwise, all 
grants or renewals shall at once terminate. 


Section 168. 
ASSIGNMENT OF GRANTS: 
No such grant or fran- 


chise shall be leased, assigned or otherwise alienated except with the express 
•consent of the City Commission. 


Section 169. 
EXTENSION BY ANNEXATION: It shall be provided in 


•avery such grant that upon the annexation of any territory to the City the 
portion of any such utility that may be located within such annexed territory 
land upon the streets, alleys or public grounds thereof, shall thereafter be 
subject to all the terms of the grant as though it were an extension made 
thereunder. 


Section 170. 
RIGHT OF REGULATION: 
All grants shall be sub 


ject to the right of the City, whether in the terms reserved or not. to control 
at all times the distribution of space in, over, under or acres!, ail atruuib, alle>s 
jor public grounds occupied by public utility fixtures, and, when in the opinion 


the City Commission the public interest so requires, such fixtures may be 


to be reconstructed, relocated, altered or discontinued; and said City 


shall at all times have the power to pass all regulatory ordinances affecting 
such utilities, which, in the opinion of the City Commission are required in 
the interests of the public health, safety or accommodation. 


Section 171. 
FORFEITURES: 
If any action shall be instituted or 


prosecuted directly or indirectly by the grantee of any such grant, or by its 
stockholders or creditors, to set aside or have declared void any of the terms 
of such grant, the whole of such grant may be thereupon forfeited and 
annulled at the option of the City Commission, to be expressed by ordinance. 
All such grants shall make provision for the declaration of a 'forfeiture by 
the City Commission for the violation by the grantee of any of the terms 
thereof. 


Section 172. 
ACCOUNTS AND REPORTS: 
Every person or corpor- 


ation operating a public utility within the City limits, whether under a grant 
heretofore or hereafter obtained, shall keep and maintain at some place with- 
in the City suitable and complete books of accounts, showing in detail the 
assets, financial obligations, gross revenues, net profits and all the operations 
cf such utility which are usually shown by a complete system of bookkeeping. 


Each such person ,or corporation, within sixty days after the end of 


*each of its fiscal years, unless the City Commission shall extend the time, 
shall file with the City Commission a report for the preceding fiscal year. 
showing the gross revenue, the net profits, expenses of repairs, betterments 
and additions, amount paid for salaries, amount paid for Interest and dis- 
count, other expenses of operation, and such other information, if any, as 
the City Commission may from time to time prescribe. 
If the City Com- 


mission shall prescribe the form for such reports, then such reports shall be 
made in the form from time to time prescribed by the City Commission. 


It shall be the duty of each such person or corporation to furnish the City 


•Commission such supplementary or special information about its affairs as 
the City Commission may demand; and the City Commission or its author- 
ized representative, shall at any and all reasonable times have access to 
all the books, records and papers of each and every such person or corpor- 
ation, with the privilege of taking copies of same or any part thereof. 


The duties herein prescribed may be specifically enforced by appropriate 


.legal proceedings; and, in addition, each such person, or corporation, for fail- 
ure to comply with the provisions of this section shall be liable to the City of 
New Smyrna, Florida, in the sum of twenty-five dollars per day for each day 
of such failure, to be recovered in a civil action in the name of the City. 


The provisions of this section do not apply to any utility extending in its 


operations to other communities not properly suburban, to the City of New 
Smyrna, Florida. 


Section 173. 
GRANTS NOT INCLUDED: Revocable permits for lay- 


ing spur tracks across or along streets, alleys or public grounds to connect 
;a steam or electric railroad with any property in need of switching facilities 
shall not be regarded as a grant within the meaning of this Charter, but may 
be permitted in accordance with such terms and conditions' as the City Com- 
mission may by ordinance prescribe. 


Section 174. 
GENERAL PROVISIONS: 
Nothing in this Charter con- 


tained shall operate In any way, except as herein specifically stated, to limit 
the City Commission in the exercise of any of its lawful powers respecting 
public utilities, or to prohibit the City Commission from imposing in any 
such grant such further restrictions and provisions as it may deem to be in 
the public interest provided only that the same are not inconsistent with 
the provisions of this Charter or the constitution of the State. 


COMPENSATION OF OFFICERS AND EMPLOYES 


Section 175. 
SALARIES: The City Commission shall fix by ordinance 


the salary or compensation of the City Attorney. Municipal Judge, Clerk, 
heads of "the departments, members of the police and fire forces and mem- 
bers of boards. The City Manager shall fix the number and compensation of 
all other officers and employes. The salaries or compensation ao fixed, shall 
be uniform for like services in each grade of the City service as the same 
shall be graded or classified by the City Manager. All such salaries and 
rates of pay with dates of employment and discharge shall be immediately

City, or who are otherwise disqualified; and a list of the names not so 
stricken shall, before the time for opening the registration book for the next 
election thereafter, be published in a newspaper published in the City at 
least ten days preceding the opening of said registration book. 


Section 182. 
RESTORATION OF NAMES: It any person whose name 


has been improperly stricken from the registration book shall appear be- 
fore the registration officer at any time when he shall have the registration 
book open and shall take the oath required of persons desiring to register, 
his name shall be restored to the registration book. 


Section 183. 
NOTING PAYMENT OF POLL TAXES: Immediately al- 


ter the closing of the registration book preceding any election, ttie City 
Auditor and Clerk shall transmit the same to the County Supervisor of 
Registration and have noted thereon the names of the registered electors 
who have paid their poll taxes for two years next preceding the year in which 
such election Js held, prior to the second Saturday in th» month preceding 
the day upon1 whieh such election shall be held.' 


Section 184. 
ELECTIONS, HOW ARRANGED FOR: The City Com- 


mission shall make all necessary arrangements for holding all City elections, 
and shall declare the result thereof. 
Inspectors and clerks of election 


shall be appointed by the City Commission, except that if the Commission 
shall fall to appoint them at least two days before the date of any election, 
the Mayor may appoint them. The City Commission shall issue a proc- 
lamation calling any general, primary or special election, except as herein 
otherwise provided for, stating therein where the same shall be held, and 
naming the different offices to be filled or questions to be decided and shall 
cause the same to be published once each week for four consecutive weeks 
immediately preceding the day of election in a newspaper published in the 
City or.to be posted in three public places in the City, the first publication 
or posting to be not less thirty days prior to said election. 


Section 1S5. 
CANVESS OF RETURNS: The result of the voting at 


each polling place, when ascertained, shall be certified by return in dupli- 
cate. sign;d by the clerk and a majority of the inspectors of elcetion,, one 
copy being delivered by such clerk and Inspectors to the Mayor and the other 
to the City Auditor and Clerk, both of whom shall transmit such returns to 
the City Commission at a meeting to be held at 12 o'clock noon on the day 
lollowing the election. At such meeting the City Commission shall canvass

Clerk shall, not later than noon of the second day after the election, furnish 
a certificate of election to each person shown to have been elected.

didates'for the office of City Commissioner shall be nominated only by a 
non-partisan primary election. The name of any elector of the City shall be 
printed upon the primary ballot if there Is filed with the City Auditor and 
Clerk a petition in accordance with the following provisions, to-wit:

Such petition shall state the name of each person whose 


name is presented for a place upon the ballot and that he is a can- 
didate for the office A City Commissioner for the City of New 
Smyrna. Florida.

Such petitions shall be signed by electors of the munici- 


pality equal in number to fifteen per cent of the total number of 
registered voters in the City.

Each elector signing a petition shall add to his signaturee

to one paper, but to each separate paper there shall be attached an 
affidavit of the circulator thereof, stating the number of signers 
thereto; that each person signed in his presence on the date men- 
tioned, and that the signature is that of the person whose name it 
purports to be. 


(e) Such petition shall not be signed by any elector more 


than forty-five days prior to the day of such primary election and 
such petition shall be filed with the City Auditor and Clerk not less 
than twenty days previous to the day of such election.

A tie between two or more candidates for City 
Commissioner shall be decided by lot, to be conducted by the City Attorney. 
When there are less than three persons nominated by petition, as set forth 
in Section 187, then and in that event no primary shall be held and the City 
Commission shall declare the persons so nominated by petition as aforesaid, 
as nominees for the office of City Commission, at the regular municipal elec- 
tion; however, if more than two persons are nominated by petition, as afore- 
said, then it shall be the duty of the City Commission to hold a primary 
election as aforesaid.
